Three young Assistant Naval Constructors are to be 
rewarded by the Navy Department as a partial recog- 
nition of the valuable work rendered the country by 
their corps during the war. They are Asst. Construc- 
tors Ruhm, on duty at the Mare Island Navy Yard, and 
Asst. Constructors Spear and Zahm, on duty at New- 
port News. Recently Constructor Hichborn asked Sec- 
retary Long to promote these officers and showed that 
as there was no limit in the corps it could be readily 
done by order. Some opposition was manifested by 
the Navigation Bureau, but this was not potent 
enough to prevent the order being issued, and these 
officers have all been ordered to examinations to test 
their qualifications for advancement. Ruhm will be ex- 
amined at Mare Island by a board of which Capt. 


‘Kempff is president, and the others will be examined 


at Newport News before a board of which Constructor 
Woodward is chairman. Constructor Hichborn intends 
increasing the strength of the corps by appointing from 
the cadets now taking a course in naval architecture 
three Assistant Constructors, whose commissions will 
take effect from next June. There has been an unu- 
sual amount of work devolving on the corps during the 
past year, and it is anticipated that the building and 
repair work that will always be going on in the en- 
larged Navy will demand a larger force than is now 
available. Commissions will be issued Messrs. Ruhm, 
Spear and Zahm soon after reports of the examining 
boards have been received.

Much dissatisfaction is expressed by the 2d Lieu- 
tenants recently appointed to the Regular Army from 
civil life, in regard to the relative positions assigned 
them on the list of officers. Many of these young fel- 
lows were placed near the bottom of the list on ac- 
count of some slight physical defect, notwithstanding 
the fact that they passed the mental examination in 
excellent standing. The low position given them on 
the list increases the chances of their services being 
dispensed with if the infantry goes back to the ten 
company formation, as the existing law demands. 
There is strong reason to believe, however, that Con- 
gress will refuse to confirm a large number of the ap- 
pointments of these officers, as it is held that many of 
the young men who have been given commissions were 
unfitted to be officers in the U. S. Army. Some of the 
appointees failed both physically and mentally in the 
examinations, and some were appointed who were de- 





tected by the Examining Board in cheating. It is to 
be hoped that certain will keep their 
word and bring these matters to the attention of Con- 
gress.

Practically no change has been made during the past 
week in the plans of the War Department relative 
to the Cuban Army of Occupation. The plan, given in 
the Army and Navy Journal last week, will be fol- 
lowed out, unless something now unforseen should 
happen to change the present aspect of affairs in Cuba. 
Col. Hecker and Col. Lee, of the Army Board, detailed 
to select camping grounds, have returned to Washington 
and submitted their report to Secretary Alger. Ar- 
rangements are already under way at various points in 
Cuba for the reception of the American troops. Secre- 
tary Alger has approved the recommendations regard- 
ing the location of the garrison at Havana. This camp 
is to be situated at Marianoa, a small town eight miles 
from Havana. Col. Hecker has recommended strongly 
that no large body of unacclimated troops be quartered 
in the capital city, owing to the great danger of fever. 
The city of Havana, he says, is in an exceedingly un- 
healthy condition. 

Marianao is an ideal place for a large military 
camp. The reservoir which supplies Havana with 
water, is situated there, and the men will be supplied 
plentifully with good, fresh water for all purposes. 
Provision for landing the troops are being made rapidly 
under the personal direction of Col. Bliss, the third 
member of the board, It is the intention to present, as 
far as possible, communication between the camps and 
the large towns. In this way, it is hoped to avoid the 
demoralizing influences which affect the health of sol- 
diers. Col. Hecker reports that his treatment by the 
Spanish soldiers and residents was all that could be de- 
sired. It is his opinion that the arrival of the Ameri- 
ean Army in Havana will be welcomed by the better 
classes—both Spanish and Cuban, The American occu- 
pation will tend to better the existing conditions in the 
city. 








So many of the Volunteers are homesick and want to 
get back to their families that the War Department is 
constantly embarrassed with requests for discharge that 
threaten to destroy the integrity of the organization. 
Where is “Ham.” Lewis and the other gentlemen, who 
are 60 sure that we do not need Regular troops for our 
Army? Why are they not called in to diagnose the case 
and prescribe a remedy? It was the influence of such 
men that defeated the Hull bill and compelled the call 
for Volunteers. Notwithstanding the fact that it is the 
intention of the War Department to give nearly all Vol- 
unteer organizations a chance for active service, either 
in Cuba or Porto Rico, the men seem to be dissatisfied 
and want to leave the Army. The Government is wor- 
ried by the unceasing efforts of certain Congressmen to 
obtain the muster out of regiments in which they are 
interested. It seems that these influential personages 
cannot be made to understand that the Government will 
not under any circumstances, reduce the Volunteer 
Army until Congress has provided for a large increase 
in the Regular branch. The Army officials, who are bet- 
ter judges than the average Congressman, consider the 
present force barely sufficient to meet the needs of the 
occasion. Possibly Congress will see that the quickest 
manner to obtain the muster out of the Volunteers will 
be rapid action on the proposed Army bill, which Mr. 
Hull will introduce shortly after the body convenes. It 
is known in the War Department that a large number of 
individual Volunteer soldiers are so much pleased with 
their short Army experience that they would be glad 
to enlist in the Regular service. In fact, it is largely 
from the Volunteer troops that the Army administration 


expects to recruit men for the erilarged Army. These 
men have been drilled for half a year and will be su- 
perior to raw and inexperienced recruits and in a very 
short period of time can be “whipped into shape.”

In speaking of this matter Secretary 
Alger said this week: “The War Department has not 
adopted a formal policy in regard to giving commissions 
to colored men. The men were commissioned and as- 
signed to the immune regiments because it was known 
they were capable and deserving of some recognition 
for their services in Cuba. No concern need be felt that 
the Department has in any manner changed its policy 
in regard to commissioping either colored or white men. 
There are two ways by which an officer is appointed: 
either he graduates from West Point or gains his com- 
mission by the competitive examination at Fort Leaven- 
worth. A negro has the same chance as the white 
man.”

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THE AUDITOR ON PRIZE MONEY. 

Mr. Frank Morris, Navy Auditor of the United States 
Treasury Department, in an interview which is pub- 
lished im the “Marine Review,” talked very openly on 
the subject of prize money. His position entitles his 
opinions to weight when they are restricted to the gen- 
eral question of the prize system, but his views of the 
motives that governed the official conduct of honorable 
ofticers of the service seem to reflect the gossip of street 
corners rather than a fair judgment of the men. Fer in- 
stance, he says: “Lhe importance which has been at- 
tached by naval officers to emoluments of this kind can- 
not be mistaken, nor its significance overlooked, and it 
is a well-known fact that the line officers of the United 
States Navy were, to say the least, eager for the late 
war, simply because of its possibilities for pecuniary 
compensation,” 

To whom is this fact well known? 

It would certainly seem to be becoming for an auditor 
of the Treasury to give some proof in support of such 
statement. The immediate provocation to a war with 
pain was the blowing up of the Maine, and the fact is 
notorious that the commander of that vessel when he 
might by a word have set the country in a flame, showed 
a self restraint and reserve which won the admira- 
tion of the country, and a like restraint was exhibited in 
the action of all the officers of the Navy. Which one of 
them by his actions showed an eagerness for war? 

Again the Auditor says: “It is well known in service 
circles in Washington that this question of prize money 
is at the bottom of all this jealousy between Sampson 
and Schley. * * * Another effect of this system is 
found in the fact that in the prospect of securing prize 
money lies the secret of effort on the part of Lieut. Hob- 
son and his fellow officers to recover the Spanish vessels 
wrecked at Santiago. * * * It has been estimated 
that the Teresa will net something like $1,000,000 in 
prize money, and that the prize money on the Colon, if 
recovered, will amount to fully $1,500,000.”

contributed more than any one thing to induce a speedy 
termination of the war, and who has at all times and in 
all ways proven the right man in the right place, will re- 
ceive a sum of utteriy insignificant proportions. Then 
again, to revert to the Santiago fight, it may be further 
pointed out that the men that realiy did the fighting will 
receive compensation that will be in no sense propor- 
tionate to the service rendered. It has been demonstrated 
iat bad WM Mot Deen for tie Uregon the Colon and per- 
haps one of the other Spanish vessels would have es- 
caped, and yet Capt. Clarke, of the Oregon, and Capt. 
iLvans, of the Lowa, will receive in prize money no more 
than the captain of a vessel which was simply within 
signal distance and took no part at all in the fight. | 

“To show’ you how in this manner the fruits of vic- 
tory fail to reach their rightful destination, I may say 
that in the past few montns I have gone carefully over 
ihis entire question of prize money and bounties from the 
tune of the war of 1812, and I found that in the case of 
the prize money accruing from the capture of vessels 
during the Civil War, while all but 6 per cent. of the ag- 
sregate sum has been drawn from the Treasury Depart- 
ment, 22 per cent. of the claimants have not received 
ihe amounts to their credits. This demonstrates that the 
otticers who had the larger amounts could and did collect 
the sums due them while a portion of the seamen and 
marines felt unable or unjustified in the slight expendi- 
jure necessary to secure the little sums due them. 

“Phe law states specificaily that one-twentieth of 
all prize monies shall go to the officer in command of 
the squadron to which the vessel making the prize be- 
longs, whether he be within signal distance at the time 
of the capture or not, but it must be remembered that 
it was, for some time, an open question whether Schley 
and the vessels of the former ‘white squadron’ were 
technically a portion of the fleet commanded by Admiral 
Sampson, no declaration on the subject having been 
made either by the President or Secretary Long. Deter- 
mination of this point was the real object of the appoint- 
ment of the Naval Board, the value of whose findings 
regarding the Santiago fight were so little appreciated 
by the general public. Had Schley's friends been able to 
carry their point with reference to the authority vested 
in the respective commanders, as well as the contention 
that the New York with Admiral Sampson on board was 
not within signal distance at the opening of the fight, 
Schley’s prize money would have been heavily increased 
und Sampson’s would have been correspondingly de- 
creased. However, they failed, and Sampson will receive 
« share of all monies. le 

“I think that it is the opinion of Secretary Long and 
others familiar with the subject that after the present 
settlement the laws relating to prize money and bounties 
had best be taken off the statute books, It has often 
been asked why prize money is not allowed in the Army. 
The reason commonly assigned, that army officers re- 
ceive higher pay than the navy officers, is not the true 
one; to be more explicit, it would, perhaps, be best to say 
that the real reason is found in the fact that it would be 
the height of folly to invite the pillaging that would be 
inevitable were soldiers striving to secure prize money.” 

Taking up another phase of the subject Mr. Morris 
said: “I am surprised, at the inaccuracy of statements 
regarding this matter of prize money which have been 
made in the newspapers. I may say, too, that despite 
all the estimates which have been sent out, I have not 
in my office a single figure upon which to even base an 
estimate of either the aggregate amount of prize money 
or what any one man will receive. Of all the vessels cap- 
tured only one has been dis d of, and the pr 8 
from that sale have not yet n turned into the treas- 
ury. I have no idea that a single -payment of prize money 
will be made before the first of the year. I have, how- 
ever, a special force of clerks engaged on this work and 
we are preparing our books for the entry of the accounts. 
In this connection we have so modernized methods that 
much of the Goality in finding accounts formerly ex- 
perienced will be obviated; in fact we will be enabled to 


find the amount of prize money due any man at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 


“A matter that will be exceedingly difficult of deter- 
mination will be that of the payment of bounties due. 
Hstimates can of course be prepared readily enough on 
the number of Spaniards captured, but according to the 
provisions of the law bounty in equal amount must be 
paid for each man drowned on the enemy’s ships. We 
made no effort to secure this information from Cervera 
and his officers while they were in this country, as I am 
informed that it has been the custom to secure such data 
through diplomatic channels after the conclusion of the 
war. A number of attorneys representing claimants for 
bounties have recently conten that it was not neces- 
sary for the courts to act upon the matter of bounties 
us in the case of the sale of a prize. They have en- 
deavored to induce me to secure a decision from the 
Navy Department and pay bounties from funds appro- 
priated for that purpose during the Civil War and still 
on hand. This 1 shail assuredly refuse to do, as the 
money in question was appropriated for a specific pur- 
pose, and no bounties will be paid in the cases of the 
present war until specifically authorized by Congress. 
No claimant for bounty wiil in any way forward his in- 
terests by securing the services of an attorney, although 
1 SsuvW che eXteut to which effort has been made in 
this direction, | may say that we have on file from a cer- 
tain law firm more than 8UU powers of attorneys author- 
izing them to collect prize money.” 

Mr. Morris stated that there has been paid out on the 
Maine disaster over $120,000, and that settlements have 
now been made with every claimant who could be iden- 
titied, a thing which has had no parallel in the history 
of the country.

WELL SAID, GOVERNOR BLACK! 


In a speech in New York this week Gov, Black, of 
New York, said very truly: “The duty existing between 
public servants and the people is not wholly on one side. 
The servant owes to the people diligence, faithfulness 
and integrity, the protection and advancement of public 
interests, no matter what stands in the way. But when 
these things are done the contract is not yet fulfilled. 
There remains yet undischarged a most important part, 
for the people owe that servant encouragement, commen- 
dation and support. ‘his latter half of the obligation is 
too often overiooked. Criticism is apt to be bestowed 
where approbation is due. ‘Lhe eyesight is too keen to- 
ward the smali defects in the process, too dim toward 
the large resuiting benefits. A single blemish will some- 
umes so fix the attention of the captious that the most 
beneficent performance may go unobserved. We contract 
too much in our inspection of details, and expand too 
slowiy in our appreciation of underlying purposes. We 
can aeai with small things in a small way, but, unless 
our method broadens as the magnitude of the subject in- 
creases, our failure will be complete and hopeless. You 
can keep the specks from the tiame of your lamp with 
your fingers, but you cannot by the same method erase 
the spots from the sun. ‘Lo the small, benighted, lamp- 
lit mind the glories of the sun are lost in contemplation 
of its spots, and the science of astronomy becomes a 
blunder. Ihe trouble in this country is, and I suppose in 
every other, that too many lamp tenders have turned as- 
tropomers, too many faultfinders have turned statesmen. 
They would measure the policies of government with 
yard sticks and wage wars by double entry. It is the 
lamp snuffer dealing with the mysteries of creation.”

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Among the measures of importance to the Army, 
which will be brought before Congress, is the old one 
of giving military attachés in foreign countries suitable 
rank. We have been in the habit of sending First 
Lieutenants to perform duties to which other nations 
assign officers of high rank, and aside from the lack of 
respect which such appointments imply to the courts 
at which they serve, it bus been nupossible to avoid 
serious and humiliating embarrassments under the rules 
ot precedence and euquette which govern al courts. 
The position is a thankless one, though the opportunity 
it gives for study and observation of the most thorough 
military systems the world has ever seen ought to make 
it one of the most valued prizes in the service. Officers 
of this grade do not receive pay enough to support the 
necessary expenses of the post, and they do not like the 
ussignment, Adjt. Gen. Corbin makes an earnest recom- 
mendation on this subject in his report this year and 
Mr. Hull will introduce in his Army bill a clause pro- 
viding for increase in rank and pay for military attachés 
in foreign countries. Mr. Hull proposes to give officers 
assigned to such duty the temporary rank and pay of 
either a Colonel or a Major. If attached to a legation 
he will be a Major; if to an embassy a Colonel. It is 
recognized that military attachés are aceuey to keep 
in touch with the military advancement of the world. 
Recent events have demonstrated with greater force 
than ever before the necessity of keeping this country 
informed of all late improvements and changes in both 
military and naval matters. We sincerely ho that 
Congress will at last take favorable action upon this long 
agitated question and relieve the American Army and 
Naval officers stationed at foreign courts from elights 
which are not intended to be insults but are none the 
less embarrassing to those who have to bear them. 





The reason why range finders were so little 
used on our ships of war, as stated elsewhere 
in this number, is that the range finders on ship 
board are unreliable; most naval officers believe 
that ranges can be more accurately and readily obtained 
with a one-pounder for short distances, and the old meth- 
od of angle sights from the top for longer ranges. Capt. 
O’Neil in his annual report recognizes this fact and says 
that the range finder of to-day is not satisfactory and 
none seems to be obtainable that is. The present in- 
strument which is the invention of Lieut. Fiske, ie the 
best the Navy has found, but lacks many essentials re- 
quired for its successful operation, Among the defects 
found is the shortness of the base line, and the trouble in 
sighting through the telescope when the vessel rolls, Un- 
less the adjustment is perfect it is quite impossible to 
make a correct estimate of the range for long distances. 
Although the importance of this instrument is recognized 
fully, ordnance officers have failed so far to improve on 
the Fiske finder, and have nothing to recommend in its 
lace. The value of small gun fire for determining ranges 
is lessened by the fact that if the shells hit the water it 
is not always possible to note the fact when a sea is run- 
ning. A eimilar objection obtains in land service. An- 
other more serious fault is that it may often be necessary 
to fire a heavy gun before it ie possible to get within the 
range at which a lighter one can be used to determine 
the approximate range. The subject of range finding is 
one that invites the attention of inventive officers and 
the discoverer of a good instrument would probably find 
the Department liberal.

Congress meets March 1, the President will be inau- 
gurated March 15 and meanwhile the government rests 
in a council of three, Matus of Nicaragua, Gailegos of 
Salvador and Ugart of Honduras. ‘hese republics now 
become States, and Guatemaia and Costa Kica may 
come in on the same terms whenever they choose. A 
federal district like our District of Columbia bas been 
ceded by each State. he center of government is ex- 
pected to be on the Gulf of Fonseca on the Pacific side, 
and the capital is temporarily at Amapola, 
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The following reference to the debilitating effects of 
the Soudan campaign upon britisn seidiers bears out 
what Generals Lawton and Clhatiee and ail other wit- 
nesses have testified regarding te effects cf campaign- 
ing in hot climates. Genegai Kitchener did precisely 
what Gen. Shafter did. ne pushed his army forwara, 
fought while it was fresh, and retreated after the vic- 
tory. His more perfect arrangements were due to the 
fact that he had no disembarkation to make and had 
been preparing for his movement for a year. ‘The re- 
ports of the large extent of sickness, the result of the re- 
cent Soudan expedition, are fully borne out by private 
correspondence. Wnteric and dysentery have been of se- 
vere type, and four deaths at the Cairo hospital in one 
day have not been unusual. In Cairo some astonish- 
ment exists that efforts should be made by the autaori- 
ties to keep matters dark connected with the prevalence 
of sickness and mortality. At Atbara the ravages of 
enteric and dysentery were so alarming that a rapid 
clearing out of the place by boat and train had to be 
taken in hand, ‘There is every reason to fear that when 
the record of the campaign and its after results is pub- 
lished we shall be presented with figures fully verifying 
that the greatest horrors of war are indeed ca by 
disease and its consequences rather than by the bullets 
of an enemy.”

REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL. 


The annual report of Brig. Gen. Henry Clay Corbin, 
Adjutant General of the Army, dated November 1, 1898, 
is a history of the Army covering the interesting period 
of its active service in the war with Spain. It is largely 
statistical and describes the steps taken to increase the 
Army and its strength at different periods. At the out- 
break of the war, April 1, 1898, the total was 2,143 offi- 
cers and 26.040 enlisted men, viz.: General officers and 
étaff corps, officers, 532; enlisted men, 2,026; cavalry, 
officers, 437; enlisted men, 6,047; artillery, officers, 288; 
enlisted men, 4,486; infantry, officers, 886; enlisted men, 
12,828; miscellaneous, officers, none, enlisted men, 653. 

Four regiments were added to the artillery by the 
act of March 8, 1808, and the act of April 22, 1898, 
constituted the Regular Army one of the two branches 
of the Army of the United States in time of war, the 
second branch being designated as the Volunteer Army. 
April 26, 1898, Congress —— a law prescribing the 
peace organization of each regiment of infantry, au- 
thorizing three battalions for the infantry in time of 
war, increasing the war strength of a company to 106, 
a troop to 100, a battery of heavy artillery to 200, a 
battery of light artillery to 176 and adding a second 
lieutenant to each battery. A bill approved the Sec- 
retary of War was —~ 9 to Congress March 16 but failed 
t eive its approval.

STAFF ORGANIZATION. 


Gen. Corbin says: ’ 

“Since the signing of the ge the officers and men 
of the Volunteer regiments have remained at their sts 
of duty, in most cases at great personal sacrifice. hat 
they have done this cheerfully and without complaint 
makes it all the more desirable that a speedy increase 
of the Regular Army be provided for in order that the 
Volunteers may be released from further service and be 
allowed to return to their peaceful vocations. 

“The officers of the Regular Army detailed to make 
the examination and muster-in of the Volunteer regi- 
ments, also the officers detailed for mustering out Volun- 
teers, performed their duty with promptness and with 
great care. : ‘ 

“Much has been said of late concerning the organiza- 
tion of the several etaff departments. If, as recom- 
mended in another part of this report, additional officers 
are given the line of the Army, so as to give plenty of 
trained officers for staff duty in time of war, the main 
objection will have been met; and it is doubtful if, un- 
der all the conditions peculiar to this Government, a gen- 
eral reorganization of the staff, or the adoption of new 
systems, will be found to be desirable; certainly noth- 
ing radical should be entered epee. Under the present 
system, Grant, Sherman and Sheridan conducted great 
and successful campaigns; it has worked well in our 
Indian ware, and it is confidently asserted that, when 
the work of the staff departments in this war is more 
fully understood, it will receive the approval of military 
men and of the people generally. That there can be im- 
provements in many ways there is no doubt; that this 
should be done as the result of experience is also true. 
The following is the average length of service in the 
line of officers.previous to their appointment in the staff 
corps: Adjutant General’s Department, 20 years 4 


months; General’s Department, 21 years 8 
months; Quartermaster’s De rag 13 years 3 
months; Subsistence Department, 11 years. It will be 
noted that the officers of the general etaff are in no 
sense lacking in actual service with troops.” 


MILITARY GEOGRAPHICAL DEPARTMENTS AND 
‘ CORPS. 

Important considerations led, early in the year, to a 
comprehensive rearrangement of the several geographical 
departments into which, for facility of military admini- 
stration, the country is divided. Two new departments, 
those of the Lakes and of the Gulf, were created; the 
Department of the Missouri was reconstituted; the 
partments of the Platte and of Texas discontinued; and 
the aphical limits of other departments were rec- 
tified, by General Orders, No. 7, Headquarters of the 
Army, dated March 11, 1898. 

A description of the several Departments and Army 
corps follows and an account of the distribution of the 
Regular Army ordered April 15, 1898, all of which has

“The enforcement of this law gave the country, smal! 
tho it was, by common quenent, the finest Army the 
world has ever known. It is worthy of note that from 
the time the 5th Army Co left Tampa—June 14— 
until its return to Montauk Point—August 24—the Com- 
man General was not called upon to order a trial 
of an officer or a soldier by general court-martial. 

“The new conditions will, however, make a modifica- 
tion of this etatute desirable, to the end that the en- 
listment of from one company to a battalion of natives 
for each regiment serving in Cuba, Porto Rico, and the 
Philippines may be authorized. The advantage of this 
is too obvious for discussion. 

Se past year the system of sending recruits 
enlisted at the various stations to regiments and posts 
with the least practicable delay has been adhered to as 
far as permitted by the = conditions resulting 
from a state of war, and the departure of many regi- 
ments from the United States as integral parts of the 

_ expeditionary forces organized for service at different 
and distant points. 

“Most of the r infantry and cavalry regiments 
were included in the expeditionary forces sent out of 
the United States, This fact and the scarcity of line 
officers ( of whom were necessarily engaged in 
mustering Volunteers, or had received staff appointments 
in the Regular Army, or had been commissioned in the 
Volunteer force) e it not always practicable for regi- 
mental commanders to comply fully with the instruc- 
tions given them for recruiting their respective regi- 
ments. Those, however, who were able to detail a num- 
ber of recruiting officers soon had their commands filled 
to the maximum strength. The need of artillery offli- 
cers for their regiments was 60 at that the recruit- 
ment of those regiments was seriously interfered with. 

“A lack of officers for this purpose prevented, also, any 
considerable increase in the number of city recruiting 
stations of the general service. The number of euch sta- 
tions in October, 1898, was 15; in April, 1898, it was 
increased to 22, and this number has been about the 
average since that date. Recruiting officers at some of 
these stations have conducted branch stations or have 
been ordered, from time to time, to other points for the 
purpose of making enlistments. Instructions have been 

iven for opens 6 additional recruiting stations, to be 
n charge of artillery officers. The total number of en- 
listments and re-enlistments in the Regular Army dur- 
ing the fiscal P oad ending June 30, 1898, exclusive of 
the Hospital Corps, was 29,521, classified as follows: 
For the general service, 19,988: for the special recruit- 
ing service, 9,219; for staff departments, 

“Of the 39,521 accepted applicants, 24,490 were native 
born and 5,031 of foreign birth; 27,140 were white, 
2,345 colored, and 36 Indians (scouts). The enlistmen 
numbered 248, and the re-enlistments, 5,273. Ex- 
cluding re-enlistments, the percentage of native born 
applicants for original enlistment was 87, the balance 
being naturalized citizens. The reports show that the 
recruiting officers making the 29, enlistments em- 
braced in the first two items of the foregoing list re- 
jected 98,277 applicants—a little over 77 per cent. of 
the number seeking enlistment—as lacking in legal, men- 
tal and moral or physical qualifications; 5,209 of these 
were rejected as aliens, and 4,788 for illiteracy.”

In Cuba 23 officers and 237 men were killed, 99 officers 
and 1,332 were wounded; in Porto Rico 3 enlisted men 
killed, 4 officers and 36 men wounded; in Manila 17 en- 
listed men killed, 10 officers and 96 enlisted men 
wounded.

CHARACTER OF ENLISTED MEN.

A distinguished 
foreign officer visiting the 5th Army Corps at Tampa, 
remarked: ‘Every man looked fit to command.’ Their 
conduct on transports, on the march, in battle at Bl 


and received the approval of those in command; so that 
the increase of the line of the Army, demanded by our 
new possessions, should be by the addition of the neces- 
sary number of regiments organized as are those now 
in service. The number of officers should be increased 
by one Ist Lieutenant to each troop, battery and com- 
pany. This would enable the Department to meet the 
demands for various details required by law and yet 
leave the troops with the necessary number of officers 
for their proper discipline and instruction, and in war 
allow the appointment of sufficient Generals and genera! 
staff officers, without destroying the efficiency of the 
Army, as threatened ~ he recent experience of the 
Department. The number of trained officers as herein 
rovided for at the beginning of the present war would 
ave saved lives and treasure, to say nothing of the 
increased efficiency of the service. t the beginning 
of the present war some 400 o were appointed to 
the staff and Volunteer regiments. With these, and 
for aids to the Generals and other duty absolutey re- 
quired for the conduct of the war, absent from their 
commands, the regiments were sent to battle with 
searcely more than one officer to the company. It is 
difficult now, with the sick and wounded officers, for the 
Department to get one officer to the company, and too 
frequently there have been two companies with but one 
officer. e increase proposed would in no way give 4 
greater number of officers than required. 

“By the date fixed for the assembling of Congress, the 
Department will be ared to submit a bill providing 
for the increase of the A é 

serving in the West Indies and the Phil- 
ippines will, as a rule, be separated from their families 
and their living em greatly increased. It is recom- 
mended that all officers below the rank of Major, while 
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so serving, shall have the pay and allowance of the next 
higher grade. 

“The requirements of probable service in Cuba and 
elsewhere call for an increase of general officers in the 
permanent establishment. There should be at least an 
increase of two Major Generals and four Brigadier Gen- 
erals. Provision for the grade of Lieutenant General 
is called for by the best interests_of the public service. 

“The cordial relations which ju exist between the 
Regular Army and the National Guard of the several 
States have led, in past years, to the detail of such offi- 
cers of the Army as could be spared for duty with the 
State forces at their annual encampments, ete. This 
course Was necessarily interrupted by the war with 
Spain, but it is hoped will be ee | with continued 
mutual benefit, in the near future.” 

(Other remarks on the subject of the militia will be 
found in another article). 

Attention is called to the post graduate schools for 
officers of the Regular Army, the necessity for which 
is thoroughly established. The work at the Infantry and 
Cavalry School and the Artillery School was so much 
interrupted by the war that the usual report upon them 
is not made, but their importance and value are em- 
phasized and general recommendations made for their 
extension in future, 

While the regular course at the poste in several mili- 
tary departments was of necessity interrupted by the 
preparations for war, the reports received indicate that 
the general purpose in establishing the post lyceums 
seems to have been accomplished. The operation of 
post schools has also been interrupted, and it is quese- 
tioned Whether they should be continued, the opinion of 
line officers on the whole being unfavorable to them. It 
is suggested that an enlargement be made of post libra- 
ries at permanent posts, thus affording increased facili- 
ties to studious and ambitious non-commissioned officers 
and men for individual improvement. 

The capacity and intelligence and er shown by 
Capt. Louis Scherer, A. A. G. of Vols., and Ist 
Lieut. Walter C. Babcock, 8th Cav., in the spateemnnss 
of responsible and important duties of the Military In- 
formation Division “are fully recognized.” A let of 
publications of the Division is given. 

In connection with the work of the office in making 
and distributing maps of Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philip- 
pines, etc., a photograph room was established early 
in 1898, with 2d Lieut. W. C. Babcock, 8th U. 8. Cav., 
in charge. This room has added to the efficiency of the 
office, and is found to be as cheap and far more satis- 
factory than having the work done as heretofore, by con- 
tract. 

Under the heading of Military Attachés the Adjutant 
General calls attention to the importance of “a constant 
comparison by experts of our military system in all 
of its details with the ways and means in vogue in for- 
eign military services.”” The exigencies of our service, in 
which promotion is slow, have repeatedly constrained 
the War Department to detail Ist Lieutenants for this 
duty. The embarrassment, amounting in some cases to 
humiliation, though entirely unintentional, to which 
such officers have been subjected on account of their 
low rank as compared with that of their colleagues, 
many of whom represent the smaller nations, and not 
infrequently their Junior in years has been urgently set 
forth in the Secretary's previous report and in the re- 
port of the Senate Military Committee of the 55th Con- 
gress, It is suggested that the effort be renewed to 
obtain a bill to give military attachés increased rank 
while on that duty. 

Under the “Military Academy” it is recommended 
that the usual graduating leave, of which they were 
deprived, be granted to the officers graduated from the 
Military Academy in advance of their time; that the 
number of Presidential appointments to the Academy 
be increased to 20, and that each Senator should have 
two appointments at large. The Military Band of the 
\cademy should be restored to its old status. The 
Army Service Detachment at the Academy should be 
done away with and the men be hired as laborers by the 
Quartermaster’s Départment. These men care for the 
horses of the cadets, giving these youg gentlemen wrong 
impressions of the duties and dignity of the soldier. 
Forty-eight artillery horses and a detachment of artil- 
lery should be provided for the sole purpose of battery 
instruction. Modern guns should replace the obsolete 
artillery, and the field battery increased from four to 
six guns. “The discipline of the cadets is excellent, 
and the moral tone of the Academy all that could be 
An argument is presented for an increase of 
pay to non-commissioned officers, and it is recommended 
that they be selected by competitive examination. 


ARMY BANDS. 


It is recommended that regimental bands be increased 
to 30 members and given pay from $75 to $25 per 
mth.

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REPORT OF MAJOR GENERAL MILES. 


The report of the Major General Commanding is this 
year of unusual interest and importance, as it gives a 
general summary of our war history during the last year 
from the point of view of the headquarters of the Army. 

The military operations during the year have been ex- 
traordinary, unusual, and extensive. Barly in the fiscal 
year troops were engaged in transporting supplies to citi- 
zens in Alaska, and since then in exploring expeditions 
through that extensive Territory. These expeditions 
have been under the direction of Lieut. Col. G. M. Ran- 
dall, 8th Infantry (now Brigadier General) U. 8. Vols.); 
Capt. P. H. Ray, 8th Infantry (now Colonel, 3d U. 8. 
Vol. Inf.); Capt. W. R. Abercrombie, 2d Infantry; Capt. 
E. F. Glenn, 25th Infantry, and Capt. W. P. Richard- 
son, 8th Infantry; and are still under the direction of 
Capts. Abercrombie and Richardson. Information re- 
cently received from one of the most intelligent frontiers- 
men and explorers in our service, Mr. Luther 8. Kelly, 
who has been with Capt. Glenn’s command, indicates 
that they haye successfully explored the country and 
discovered a route from Portage Bay to the Kaik River, 
which, connecting with Lieut. Castner’s trail up the Ma- 
tanuska River, insures a practicable route entirely 
through our own territory to the Tanana River. A good 
pack trail or wagon road can be built from Portage Bay 
to the Kaik, and would be of great service to the en- 
terprising and venturesome prospectors and miners who 
occupy that region. 

The War with Spain. 

Alluding to the feeble military force and insufficient 
equipment we possessed at the outbreak of the war, Gen. 
Miles says that his plan for reinforcement was as fol- 


lows: 

“On April 9 I recommended the equipment of 50,000 
Volunteers, and also on April 15 recommended that an 
additional auxiliary force of 40,000 men be provided for 
the protection of the coasts and as a reserve. This, with 
the increase of the Kegular Army (to the standard 
of 62,597 men) and the 10,000 “immunes,” would 
have given us an effective force of 162,597, which, with 
an auxiliary force of 50,000 natives, 1 considered sutti- 
cient, and deemed it of the first importance to well equip 
such foree rather than to partly equip a much larger 
number.” 

“At the commencement of the war the problem was 
largely a naval one, and until the question of superi- 
ority between our iy A the Spanish navy, or such 
naval forces as might be furnished by any other Euro- 
pean power or combination of powers supporting the 
Spanish government, was determined, military opera- 
tions had to be determined by the success or failure of 
our naval forces. I was fully convinced that should our 
Navy prove superior the position of the Spanish army 
in Cuba would be rendered untenable with a minimum 
loss of life and treasure to the United States. There 
were two most serious obstacles to be avoided—one was 
placing an army on the island of Cuba, before our Navy 
controlled the Cuban waters; and the other was putting 
an army on the island at a time when a large number 
of the men must die from the diseases that have pre 
vailed in that country, according to all statistics, for 
the last one hundred years. For the latter reason I ad- 
dressed a letter to the Secretary of War, under date of 
April 18, 1898, forwarding a communication from Sur- 
geon General Sternberg regarding the danger of putting 
an army in Cuba during the sickly season, and at the 
same time urged the plan of harassing the Spanish 
forces and doing the enemy the largest amount of in- 
jury during the time necessary for our Navy to demon- 
strate its superiority—the rainy or sickly season and the 
time actually required to equip and instruct the Volun- 
teer forces with the least possible loss to ourselves. In 
that letter I also asserted the belief I have entertained 
from the first, that we could secure the surrender of 
the Spanish army in the Island of Cuba without any 
great sacrifice of life.” 

In a letter to the Secretary of War, dated April 18, 
Gen. Miles urges delay until the sickly season in Cuba 
is over and our Army ready. He points to the possibility 
of securing the surrender of the Spanish forces in Cuba, 
saying: “By mobilizing our force and putting it in 
healthful camps and using such force as might be neces- 
sary to harass the enemy and doing them the greatest 
injury with the least possible loss to ourselves, if our 
Navy is superior te theirs, in my judgment, we can com- 
pel the surrender of the army on the island of Cuba, with 
very little loss of life and possibly avoid the spread of 
yellow fever over our own country.” 

In a letter dated April 26, he outlines a plan for keep- 
ing the Volunteers in camp in their own States for 60 
days during which “general officers and staff officers 
can be appointed and properly instructed, large camps of 
instruction can be judiciously selected, ground rented and 
stores collected. At the end of sixty days the regiments, 
batteries, and troops can be brigaded and formed into 
divisions and corps, and proper commanding generals as- 
sighed, and this great force may be properly equipped, 
molded, and organized into an effective army with the 
least possible delay.” 

“The Regular infantry wae ordered, April 15, 1898, to 
New Orleans, Mobile, and Tampa, preparatory to an 
immediate movement to Cuba should war be declared. 
This order, however, was partially suspended, and a 
pant of the Regular infantry, with the artillery and 
cavalry, ordered to camp at Chickamauga Park. On 
May 10 the Regular artillery and cavairy were ordered 
from Chickamauga to Tampa, preparat to a move- 
ment on Cuba. Later 70, men were ordered to move 
on Cuba, and commissary stores for ninety days for tlie 
men and thirty days’ stores for the animals were ord 
to be concentrated at Tam None of these movements 
on Cuba, however, materialized. The want of proper 
equipment and ammunition rendered the movement im- 
practicable.” : 

The expedition to the Philippines which was organized 
under the command of Gen. Wesle erritt, and sailed 
May 25. 1898. “was well conducted and eminently suc- 
cessful in every way.” r 

he services of Lieut. A. 8. Rowan in exploring Cuba 
and Lieut. H. H itney in Porto Rico are mentioned 
with appreciation. Both officers secured accurate and 
valuable information. Communications were opened 
with Gen. Garcia throngh Gen. Collazo and Lieut.

Have arrangements been made in 
order that if so many rations of any kind, amm 
hospital supplies, ete., should be required, that 
would know at once where they can be found? Have 
transports been supplied with stern anchors to hold them 
in place and afford a lee for the landing of oo = 
case of necessity when sea is somewhat rough? t 
kind of small boats are supplied to each ip for the 
landing of the troops of that ship? Has a list been made 
of them and the total number of men they can safely 
land at one time? Have stores been put upon 
ports with a view that each organization's should be 
complete? The great importance of these details cannot 
be overestimated. In landing, stores intended for one 
command are liable to be sent to another, and the neces- 
sity of having etores that may be n accessible at 
once is manifest. I would eu that thorough atten- 
tion be uired to every detail in order to insure perfect 
order in the disembarking of your command.”

The Santiago Expedition. 


“The expedition against Santiago, commanded by Maj. 
Gen. Santee. landed at Daiquirt ¢ and Siboney June 22, 
23, and 24. The subsequent movements of the expedi- 
tion against the garrison of Santiago have been de- 
seribed in the several communications and reports of 
commanding officers there engaged.” The Army and 
Navy Journal has published these as they were given to 
the press at the time, but they were not always a 
out in full. In the dispatch of Gen. Shafter, dated Playa 
del Este, July 3, he says: “We have the town well in- 
vested on the north and east, but with a very thin line. 
Upon approaching it we find it of such a character and 
the defences so strong it will be impossible to carry it 
by storm with my present force, and I am seriously con- 
sidering withdrawing about five miles and taking up a 
new position on the high ground between the San Juan 
River and Siboney, with our left at Sardinero, 6o as to 
get our supplies to a large extent by means of the rail- 
road, which we can use, having engines and care at 
Siboney. * Il am urging Adml. Sampson to at- 
tempt to force the entrance of the harbor, and will have 
a consultation with him this morning. He is coming to 
the front to see me.” * * * 4 

In answer to Gen. Miles’s telegram of congratulation, 
Gen. Shafter said, July 4: “I feel that I am master of the 
situation and can hold the enemy for any length of time. 
I am delighted to know that you are coming that 
may see for yourself the obstacles which this Army had 
to overcome. My only regret is the great number of 
gallant souls who have given their lives for our country’s 
cause,” 

Also on July 4, Gen. Shafter telegraphed to the Ad- 
jutant General: “If Sampson will force an entrance 
with all his fleet to the upper bay of Santiago we can 
take the place within a few hours. Under these condi- 
tions I believe the town will surrender. If the Army is 
to take the place I want 15,000 troops speedily, and it is 
not certain that they can be landed as it is getting 
stormy. Sure and speedy way is through the bay. Am 
now in position to do my part.” : 

“On receipt of these communications it was decided 
that I should go immediately to Santiago with the re- 
inforcements already en route and that were being 
moved as rapidly as possible. Before leaving Washing- 
ton it was my purpose to land sufficient forces on the 
west side of the harbor of Santiago to either open the 
entrance to our fleet or enfilade the enemy’s line and 
take their position in reverse.” Gen. Miles left Wash- 
ington on the evening of July 7, and arrived opposite 
the entrance of Santiago Harbor on the morning of 
July 11 with the Yale, carrying 1,500 troops and Colum- 
bia. He sent the following letter to Admiral Sampson at 
once: 

“Sir: I desire to land troops from the Yale, Columbia 
and Duchesse to the west of the bay of Santiago Harbor, 
and follow it up with additional troops, moving east 
against the Spanish troops defending Santiago on the 
west. I will be glad if you can designate the most avail- 
able point for disembarking the troops, and render all 
the assistance practicable to the troops as they move 
east.” 

“Adml. Sampson immediately came on board the Yale. 
I explained to him the purpose of my presence and told 
him that I desired the co-operation of the Navy in the 
plen above stated. He cordially acquiesced in the plan, 
ard offered every assistance of his fleet to cover the de- 
barkation of the troops and also to enfilade the Spanish 
position with the guns of the ships. When this arrange- 
ment had been concluded, I went on shore and opened 
communication with Gen. Shafter. I asked him if he 
had sufficient troops on the east side of the harbor of 
Santiago to maintain his position, and he replied that he 
had. I then gave directions for Gen. Garretson to dis- 
embark all the troops on the Yale, Columbia and other 
transporte that were there or expected to arrive, viz., 
the Duchesse and Rita, whenever he should receive or- 
ders. 

The Story of the Surrender. 


“On the following morning I rode from Siboney to the 
headquarters of Gen. Shafter. After consulting with 
him, he sent a communication to Gen. Toral, saying that 
the Commanding General of the American Army had 
arrived in his camp with reinforcements, and that we de- 
sired to meet him between the lines at any time agree- 
able to him.. He replied that he would see us at 12 
o’clock the following day. ‘That evening I became ap- 
rised of the fact that negotiations regarding a surrender 
nad been pending between the Commanding General and 
the Spanish commander, but no definite conclusions had 
been reached. Before leaving Washington I was aware 
ef the fact that yellow fever had developed among our 
troops and by this time learned that it had spread so 
much that there were over a hundred cases, and the med- 
ical officers were undecided as to the extent it might crip- 
ple the command. This was the most serious feature of 
the situation, and impressed me with the importance of 
the fact that prompt action should be taken, and I so in- 
formed the authorities by cable, suggesting that it was 
a case where discretionary authority should be granted. 

“At the appointed time, accompanied by Brig. Gen. 
J. C. Gilmore, and Lieut. Col. Marion P. Maus, of my 
staff, Maj. Gen. Shafter, two of his staff officers. and 
Maj. Gen, Wheeler, and Lieut. Wheeler, Aide-de-Camp. 
I met the Spanieh General, Toral, with two of his staff 
officers and an interpreter. After some conversation be- 
tween Gen. Toral and Gen. Shafter. I informed Gen. 
Toral distinctly that I had left Washington six days be- 
fore; that it was then the determination of the Govern- 
ment that this portion of the Spanish forces must either 
be destroyed or captured; that I was there with sufficient 
reinforcements to accomplish that object, and that if this 
was not the case any number of troops would be brought 
there as fast as steamers could bring them if it took 
50.000 men. I told him that we offered him liberal 
terms, namely, to return his troops to Spain; and I also 
nointed out the fact that this was the only way in which 
his forces could return, they being on an island 3,000 
miles away from their own country with no means of 
succor. He said that under the Spanish law he was not 
permitted to surrender as long as he had ammunition 
and food, and that he must maintain the honor of the 
Spanish arms. My reply was that he had already ac- 
complished that; that he must now eurrender or take 
the consequences, and that I would give him until day- 
light the next morning to decide. He apnealed for long- 
er time, saying it was impossible for him to communi- 
eate with his superiors, and upon his request I granted 
him until 12 o’eclock noon.” 

A disnatch from Secretary Alger saying “you may ac- 
cept surrender.” etc.. was regarded hy Gen. M as 
leaving the matter entirely to his diseretion to accent 
surrender. order an assanit, or withhold the same. He 
eent a telegram to Adml. Sampson, again requesting him 
to be ready to cover the landing of the troops, and fixing 
the time at 12 o’clock the following day, and a telegram 


.to Gen. Henry, .who had been placed in. command of all

infantry and artillery on transporte, directing him to 
disembark at Cabanas. 

“On the morning of wy hoe Adml. Sampson’e fleet was 
in position to cover the landing of the troops from the 
transports, which were in the rear and in close proxim- 
ity to the small harbor of Cabanas, about 24% miles west 
from the entrance of the harbor of Santiago. The ground 
between the harbor of Cabanas and the right flank of 
Gen. Shafter’s command on the north side of the bay of 
Santiago, a distance of between 6 and 7 miles, had been 
occupied by a smail force of Cuban troops, and it was 
my purpose to occupy this ground with a strong body of 
infantry, and with some 24 pieces of artillery, where the 
latter could easily reach Morro Castle, as well as en- 
filade the Spanish lines in front of Gen. Lawton’s divi- 
sion. The Spanish commander was well aware of our 
designs, as the position and movements of the fleet had 
been in full view of the officers commanding his troops, 
and they had reported to him having seen 57 vessels, 
some of them loaded with troops, menacing that part of 
his position.” hind 

Before the time fixed Gen. Toral reopened negotiations 
for surrender. “On meeting Gen. Toral by appointment 
at 12 o’clock thut day under a flag of truce, at the same 
place as before, he stated that he was prepared to sur- 
render his command, and that euch action was tyne 
by Captain General Blanco, who had authorized him to 
appoint commissioners to agree upon the clauses of cap- 
itulation, which he was prepared to do, but that before 
final action it was proper that the government at Mad- 
rid should know and approve what was done. He said, 
however, that he was sure that the government would 
not fail to indorse his action. His manner was so sin- 
cere and the language of Gen. Blanco so positive, that 
I felt no hesitancy in accepting it in good faith, and 
stated that we would accept the surrender, under the 
condition that the Spanish troops should be repatriated 
by the United States. Gen. Toral stated that he would 
surrender all the troops in the department of Santiago 
de Cuba, many of them from 70 to 100 miles distant and 
against whom not a shot had been fired; yet the activit 
of the Cuban troops and their dispositions had been suc 
as to render the Spanish positions exceedingly perilous. 
This desirable result I regarded as an accomplished 
fact,”’ and the Government was so informed. 

Gen. Miles immediately turned his attention to the 
care of the troops and issued the following orders among 
others to Gen. Shafter. The date ofboth is July 14: 
“Sir: For a double reason I think it would be advisable 
to isolate the troops that have just joined your command 
in separate camps on healthful ground, so as to kee 
them, if possible, free from infection by yellow fever. It 
will also form a strong force to meet any force that 
might be any possibility come from Holguin. Make your 
disposition accordingly.” 

“Sir: The cavalry division are separated from their 

horses and have been doing most extraordinary service. 
If it is poesible, I desire to have them separated from the 
rest of the command, and in time they can be put on 
board ship and sent to other fields, as I desire to have 
them remounted as soon as possible.” 
_On the same date the Secretary of War telegraphed to 
Gen. Miles: “The conditions are such, on account of 
yellow fever, I have ordered all further shipments of 
troops to Santiago cease. We are now arranging trans- 
portation of 25, men for Porto Rico. As soon as 
matters are settled at Santiago I think you had better 
return and go direct with the expedition. Yellow fever 
breaking out in camp at Santiago will, I fear, deprive you 
of the use of our forces there; however, can be deter- 
mined later.” 

“T left without delay, returning to Gen. Shafter’s head- 
quarters, and thence to Siboney. While en route I be- 
came fully apprised of the condition of the troops at 
the fever hospitals, and recognized the great need of 
immediate action to relieve the threatened danger of the 
whole command. I had already given directions on the 
11th of July for the destruction of the infected habita- 
tions at Siboney and other places, and now ordered the 
24th Regiment of United States Infantry to the yellow 
fever hospital to police the grounds and nurse the sick. 
I moved all of the troops then on board transporte to 
Guantanamo, * * My chief desire, after being sure 
of the surrender of the garrison at Santiago, was to re- 
lieve our troops a6 speedily as possible by getting them 
away from the trenches and malarial grounds upon 
which they were encamped.” 


The Campaign in Porto Rico. 


Gen. Miles wae anxious to proceed to Porto Rico, with- 
out delay, and obtaining authority after some delay he 
started from Guantanamo, July 21, with 3.415 infantry 
and artillery, including 100 sick men and with 3,300 ef- 
fectives. moved on the island of Porto Rico, at that time 
occupied by 8.233 Spanish regulars and 9,107 volunteers. 
Gen. Miles says: “For several days I had been anxious- 
ly looking for the arrival of tugs, launches and lighters 
that had been ordered from Santiago. Washington, and 
Tampa, but none arrived prior to our departure, although 
I still hoped to meet them as we moved north through 
the Windward Passage. As all cablegrams concerning 
our landing place had passed over foreign cables, and 
as it was important to deceive the enemy (who, I after- 
wards learned, were marching to and intrenching the 
ground we were expected to occupy, at the very time we 
were taking possession of the southern coast of Porto 
Rico), and non-arrival of launches, lighters, etc., the 
question of successfully disembarking the command be- 
came somewhat serious; and, after all hope of receiving 
any appliances of this kind had disappeared, I consid- 
ered the advisability of finding a safe harbor and cap- 
turing necessary appliances from the enemy.” 

He therefore wrote to Capt. Higginson, while at sea, 
stating his intention of moving on Ponce, landing at 
Guanica, as the enemy expected him at Fort Fajardo. 
and it was always well to do what your enemy does not 
expect. Capt. igginson, commanding the naval con- 
voy, was asked to cover this movement, and the following 
signals were interchanged: 

(Signal from Massachusetts, July 24, 1898.) 

All right. Guanica it is. Shall I send orders to transport 

at Cape San Juan to join at Gnanica? 
(Answer sent by General Miles.) 

Better be sure we can land at Guanica, then send for the 
transports. You can notify all vessels accordingly. Do you 
want Whitney? 

Capt. Whitney was sent to report to Capt. Higgginson 
on the Massachusetts, with his maps and reports. 

(Flag message for Cant. Francis J. Higginson.) 
Headquarters of the Army, 
U. 8. S. Yale, July 24, 1898. 

Railroad from Ponce to Yauco runs close to sea, 6 to 8 
miles west of Ponce. Shell or destroy this and prevent 


Spanish troops moving.

Gen, Miles says: “Instead of making a demonstration 
at Fort Faiardo, it was finally decided to go direct to 
Guanica. We arrived off that point near daylight on 
July 25, and the harbor was entered without opposition. 
The guns of the Gloucester fired several shots at some 
Spanish troops on shore. The landing of the marines, 
sailors. and our troops immediately commenced, and af- 
ter a short skirmish the Spanish troops were driven from 
the place. and the flag of the United States was raised 
on the island. ; ;

“In this, and in subsequent movements, I was y 
ably and cordially assisted by the Navy, which tendered 
invaluable aid in disembarking troops and supplies from 
the transpo using their steam launches to tow the 
lighters loaded with men and animals from the trans. 
ports to the shore. Ten lighters were captured at Guan. 
ica and seventy at Ponce. 

“In the su uent military operation in the interior, 

I found Capt. Whitney’s knowledge of the country and 
the information gained by him in his perilous journey 
through Porto Rico to be in every respect thoroughiy 
accurate and of great value to me in the conduct of the 
— . 
“At daylight on the 26th of July, with six companies 
of the 6th Massachusetts and one of the 6th Illinois Vo). 
unteer Infantry, under command of Brig. Gen. Garret. 
son, an attack was made upon a strong force of Span- 
iards near Yauco, and after a spirited and decisive ep. 
gagement the enemy was defeated and driven back, giy. 
ing us possession of the railroad and the highway to 
the city of Ponce, and leaving them open for the march 
of Gen. Henry’s command to that place. 

“On the 27th of July Maj. Gen. Wilson arrived iy 
the harbor of Guanica with Gen. Ernst’s brigade. The 
same day Comdr. Davis, of the Dixie, entered the port 
of Ponce and found that it was neither fortified nor 
mined. The next morning the fleet and transports, with 
Gen. Wilson’s command, moved into the harbor of Port 
Ponce. The troops disembarked and marched to the 
city of Ponce, a distance of two miles, and we 
took formal possession of the city and_ ad- 
jacent country, the Spanish troops withdrav- 
ing on the military road to San Juan, and our troo 
being pushed well forward in that direction. In the 
meantime Gen. Henry’s command had been directed to 

roceed to Ponce, where he arrived shortly afterwards, 
joining Gen. Wilson’s command. 

“Before leaving 1 was aware of the fact that there 
existed considerable disaffection among the people in 
the southern portion of the island, and as our force was 
so much inferior to the Spanish I deemed it advisable, if 
possible, to encourage this feeling, and also to impress 
the people of the island with the good intentions of the 
American forces, and for this and other reasons I issued 
the following proclamation:”’ 

Here follows the proclamation of July 28 and the let. 
ter of instructions of July 29, to the troops, both of which 
have been already published. P 

Brig. Gen. Schwan arrived July 31, and was subse- 
quently instructed to disembark part of the 11th In- 
fantry, under Col. De Russey, at Guanica, and march to 
Yauco and thence west with an additional force of two 
batteries of artillery and one troop of cavalry. A letter 
of instructions was addressed to Gen. Schwan, directing 
him to move from Ponce to Yauco and thence to Sabana 
Grande, San German, Mayaguez, thence to Lares and 
Arecibo, driving out or capturing all Spanish troops in 
the western portion of Porto Rico, taking great care to 
avoid being ambushed or surprised. In conclusion, Gen. 
Miles says: 

“Maj. Gen. Brooke arrived July 31, and was directed 
to disembark his command at Arroyo, and move thence 
to Cayei. On Aug. 5 he had a sharp engagement with 
the Spanish troops at Guayama, which was finally oc- 
cupied y 4 our forces. An action took place near Guaya- 
ma on Aug. 8, the Spaniards being driven from their 
position farther in the direction of Cayei. Arrangements 
for investing and attacking that place, both directly and 
in the rear, were promptly made, and were about to be 
consummated when the order for eessation of hostilities 
arrived. 

“On Aug. 9, Gen. Schwan’s command advanced from 
Yauco westward occupying successively the important 
towns of Sabana Grande, San German, Lares, and Are- 
cibo, finally entering the city of Mayaguez, after a sharp 
engagement on Aug. 10, near Hormigueros, in which a 
strong force of the enemy was engaged. In this action, 
in which artillery, infantry, and cavalry were employed. 
the Spanish forces, although strongly posted on ground 
of their own selection, and skilfully disposed, and being 
equal in strength to our own, were routed with severe 
loss, while our own loss was but one killed and sixteen 
wounded. The enemy was pursued toward Lares, which 
town would have been occupied Aug. 13 by our troops 
had not the order to suspend hostilities been received. 
Near this place the advance under Col. Burge encoun- 
june the enemy. who was defeated without loss to our 

orce. 


“In the meantime, Gen. Stone had made a practicable 
road over what had been considered an impassable trail. 
by way of Adjuntas and Utuado, through the center of 
the territory: and Gen. Henry moved hie command over 
that road with the object of intercepting the enemy re- 
treating before Gen. Schwan. and later of effecting a 
junction with him at Arecibo, his advance troops having 
already reached the immediate vicinity of that place 
This operation would have formed a strong division on 
the line of retreat of the Spanish troops occupying the 
western portion of the island. 

“At Coamo a sharp engagement took place on Aug. 9 
between the troops of Maj. Gen. Wilson’s command, un- 
der the personal direction of Brig. Gen. Ernst, and the 
Spanish forces at that place. The United States troops. 
guided by Lieut. Col. Biddle, of the Engineers, made a 
skilful flank movement at Coamo. which was admirably 
executed by the 16th Pennsylvania Regiment Volunteer 
Infantry, under Col. Hulings. Passing over a mountain 
trail, they made a wide detour, coming in rear of the 
Spanish troops under cover of night, without being dis- 
covered, and striking the military road to San Juan, cut 
off the enemy’s retreat. In this engagement the con- 
manding officer of the Spanish troops and the second in 
command were killed, and 167 prisoners taken. 

“The road to Aibonito was thus cleared and our troops 
were advanced and well disposed for the capture of the 
Spanish forces that had taken positions near that place. 

“At Asomanto, on the 12th of August. the artillery of 
Gen. Wilson’s command began shelling the enemy’s posi- 
tion preparatory to an advance in front, while a rear at- 
tack was to be made by Gen. Ernst’s brigade. This com- 
mand was under arms and ready to move Ang. 13, when 
orders were received suspending hostilities. 

“During the nineteen days of active campaign on the 
Island of Porto Rico a large portion of the island was 
captured by the United States forces and brought under 
our control. Our forces were in such a position ae to 
make the positions of the Spanish forces, outside of the 
garrison at San Juan, utterly untenable. The Spaniards 
had been defeated or captured in the six different en- 
gagements which took place, and in every position they 
had ocenpied up to that time. The Volunteers had de 
serted their colore, and many of them had eurrendered 
to our forces and taken the oath of allegiance. This 
had a demoralizing effect upon the regular Spanish 
troops. 

“The success of the enterprise was largely due to the 
skill and good generalship of the officers in command of 
the different divisions and brigades. Strategy and ekil- 
fnl tactics accomplished what might have occasioned «e- 
rious loss to achieve in any other way. The loss of the 
enemy in killed, wounded, and captured was nearly ten 
times our own, which wae only 8 killed and 40 wound- 
ed. ‘Thus the island of Porto Rico became a part of 
the United States. It embraces nearly 3,700 square 
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miles, and has a population of nearly a million souls. It 
no longer affords a base of operations for ony fo 
government, thereby being a menace to ours. Jnder the 
rule of nations, which requires troops to remain during 
a truce in exactly the position they occupied at the time 
of cessation of hostilities, the commands were obliged to 
stay where they were, without regard to the suitability 
of the camping grounds, and as hostilities ceased during 
the rainy season in Porto Rico, this requirement had an 
injurious effect upon the health of the troaps., They 
therefore suffered to some extent on account of exposure 
and the unusual climatic effects incident to the coun- 
try. As soon as practicable, however, a large portion 
of the troops were returned in good condition to the 
United States. ; 

“The field and siege artillery were well organized and 
equipped, under the direction of Brig. Gen. John I. Rod- 
gers, and rendered efficient service wherever used. In 
my omnes, the siege train should remain as at present 
organized. 

“The Bureau of Military Information, under charge of 
Lieut. Col. Wagner, was exceedingly useful, and fur- 
nished valuable and important information obtained by 
it regarding the nature of the enemy’s country and the 
position of their forces. 

“The Signal Corps, under Col. James Allen, rendered 
very excellent service, especially in the use of ocean 
cables, and the field telegraph and signal detachment 
under charge of Maj. Reber rendered most important 
service. Telegraph and telephone lines were extended 
hundreds of miles and followed close to the picket and 
skirmish lines. 

“Qn returning to the United States from Porto Rico, 
Lieut, Cel. Rowan and Lieut. Charles F, Parker made a 
journey of nearly 2,000 miles through the territory of 
Cuba, and obtained most valuable information concern- 
ing that country and the present condition of its inhab- 
itants, which is both of political and military interest. 

“I trust that the services of both officers and soldiers 
in these campaigns may be appreciated by a generous 
Government and a grateful people. I have recommend- 
ed a small list of officers who have rendered conepicu- 
ous, distinguished, and gallant services for promotion and 
brevets, and I hope that these recommendations may be 
favorably considered. I may possibly desire to add a 
few names to the list already submitted. 


General Conclusions. 

“It is gratifying to record that during the war not a 
single defeat has been met, and not a prisoner, color, gun 
or rifle has been captured by the enemy. In this respect 
the war has been most remarkable, and, perhaps, un- 
paralleled. Under all circumstances and in spite of many 
most trying difficulties the troops have maintained the 
fortitude of the American character and the honor of 
their arms. 

“While but a small portion of the available forces of 
the United States—approximately, 52, men—has been 
on foreign soil and engaged in fighting a foreign foe, 
those that have been in the presence of the enemy have 
fairly demonstrated the character and fortitude of the 
military forces of the United States. : 

“The experience of the last.few months, I trust, will 
be valuable to the people and Government of the United 
States. The value of proper defences for our ports, har- 
bors and seaport cities, of inestimable wealth, has been 
demonstrated; and I trust that the system already adopt- 
ed for coast defences, the completion of which has been 
so long delayed, may be carried out without unnecessary 
delay. I have urged the importance of this in my an- 
nul reports for the last thirteen years, 

“For several years I have urged the importance of the 
Government’s adopting a standard of strength for its 
military forces that’ should be commensurate with the 
interests of the Government in its growth and oer 
ment, and proportionate to its population and wealth. 
Spasmodie vibration from a weak and ineffective army 
to one of gigantic proportions does not seem to be best 
for the welfare and safety of the nation, and I think it 
more judicious for the Government to fix a certain per- 
centage of trained military men in proportion to the 
population. The Army would thereby have a more 
healthy growth as the nation develops. In fact, this 
system, if once adopted, would be as practicable for one 
hundred years as for a single decade. The art of war 
was never so much an exact science as at the present 
time. The appliances used in modern warfare are con- 
stantly changing, and are steadily increasing in effective 
force; so that it is of the utmost importance that the 
Government should have the most skilled and efficient 
forces practicable. I therefore renew my former recom- 
mendatien that the Government authorize enlistments in 
the Army at the rate of one soldier to every 1,000 of the 
population, This would practically continue in service the 
same number as does the act of Congress approved April 
26, 1898, authorizing the increase of the Regular Army, 
provided for, viz.: 62,579 men; but unfortunately there 
was a provision in that act which required the Army to 
be reduced to its former peace basis, which was entirely 
inadequate to the needs and interests of the Govern- 
ment. 

“I also recommend that Congress authorize an auxil- 
iary force of native troops, to be officered principally by 
United States Army officers, for service in Porto Rico, 
Cuba, and the Philippine Islands, not to exceed two sol- 
diers to every one thousand of the population of those 
islands. This would give the United States a most valu- 
able auxiliary force. It would pacify the native elements 
of the islands, and would be in the interests of economy 
and good government. This force could be used in a wa 
similar to the mounted police in Canada and the Britis 
forces in Egypt and India. 

“T recommend that Congress be requested to take im- 
mediate action upon this question of increasing the 
Army, as I consider it of vital importance. If the sys- 
tem I have suggested is adopted it would give us very 
nearly an available force of 100,000 men, and would en- 
able the Volunteers who enlisted for the war to be re- 
turned to their homes without delay. 

“IT desire to make special mention of the officers on my 
staff, Brig. Gen. J. C. Gilmore, Col. Charles R. Green- 
leaf, and Lieut. Col. Marion P. Maus, who rendered 
very important services at Santiago de Cuba and in 
Porto Rico, being exposed at the former place to all the 
dangers of yellow fever camps; and also nig. Gen. Roy 
Stone, Col. James Allen, Lieut. Col. J. W.. Clous, Lieut. 
Col. Arthur L. Wagner, Lieut. Col. William M. Black, 
Lieut. Col. Francis Michler, Lieut. Col. Andrew 8S. Row- 
an, Lieut, Col, 8S. Reber, Maj. W. H. Daly, Maj. John 
G. Black, and Capt. Henry W. Whitney. who rendered 
most efficient and valuable services in Porto Rico.

The first case settled for prize money bounty incident 
to the war is that emecting the officers and crew _of the 
auxiliary cruiser St. Paul, commanded by. tain 

harles D. Sigsbee. This case has been udi- 
cated by a Florida court, acted upon by the ae De- 
partment, and on Friday of this week was forwarded to 
the Treasury Department, with the uest that the 
money be at once paid Over to those rightfully entitled 
to it, in aceordance with a table of amounts due each 
officer and man on- board the ship under prize court 


laws. Acting on this request the Auditor is ex ed to 
forward immediately the sums to those who should re- 
ceive them. The money is available in the ury, 


and, contrary to statements that have been made, no 
appropriation by Congress is necessa to meet such 
cases. The ship captured by the St. Paul, for which 
her crew is about to receive the allotted sums, was the 
British collier Restormel, seized just as she was about 
to enter the harbor of Santiago a few days before the 
arrival of Cervera's fleet. Captain Sigsbee brought this 
ship to within a mile of the Morro and, placing a prize 
crew on board, sent her to Key West. ter the ves- 
sel was returned to her owners, but not until the cargo 
had been disposed of. This brought $13,000, one-half 
of which gore to the Government and the remainder en- 
tirely to the St. Paul, as no other American ship was in 
sight at the time of the capture. It is estimated that 
Captain Sigsbee’s share will amount to about $1,000.

A decision has been rendered .by the Auditor for the 
Navy Department in a singular case growing out of the 
destruction of the Maine. He holds that “the account- 
ing officers do not undertake to settle claims of a mess 
for expenses incurred on account of,the subsistence of 
the mess.”” This opinion is rendered in the case of J. H 
Kane, a landsman in the Navy, who claims the amount 
of computed rations allowed the ship’s mess for which 
he was caterer and cook on board the Maine from Feb. 
1 last until the destruction of that vessel, and ave 
that he had settled all bills for the mess until this period. 
He states that the mess allowed three rations for cook- 
ing. In affirming the Auditor's allowance for this claim 
the Controller of the Treasury says “It is not a claim 
against the mess, and should be presented to the Pay 
Officer of the ship, who, under the regulations, should 
have charge of the commuted rations on board.’ 








The official papers relative to the now famous case of 
Captain O. M. Carter are again in the hands of the 
Secretary of War. For the past two weeks, the case 
has been receiving the most careful attention of the 
President. As approved by the President, the sentence 
provides for the dishonorable discharge of the officer 
from the Army. In addition, he is to pay a fine of 
$5,000 or serve a term of five years in the penitentiary. 
The court martial recommended that Captain Carter be 
both fined and imprisoned, but the sentence was miti- 
gated by the President. The official order setting forth 
the sentence to be imposed will be made public within 
the next week.

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PROFESSOR EDGAR W. BASS, U. 8S. MILITARY 
ACADEMY. 


On Oct. 7; after a continuous service of more than 
thirty-six years in the Army, of which over thirty were 
spent at the Military Academy, Prof. E. W. Bass, upon 
his own request, was retired from active service. It was 
a matter of the greatest surprise to every one interested 
in the welfare of the academy when this retirement was 
announced in orders from the War Department, for it 
was universally believed that he certainly would remain 
on duty until he reached the age limit, Oct. 30, 1907. 
But the fact was that, for some time past, he had been 
unable to use his eyes for more than a few hours daily, 
and contemplated taking this step at the end of the last 
academic session, but the impending war with Spain 
caused him to delay until the results of that war were 
practically settled. To those that know him intimately 
it is unnecessaty to say that he has been actuated by 
the highest sense‘of official obligation and intense deyo- 
tion to the interests of the Military Academy.

While yet 
a young lad he enlisted in the 8th Minnesota Volunteers, 
and served with credit from Aug. 13, 1862, until he was 
honorably discharged June 30, 1864, to enter West Point 
as a cadet. Here he developed high scholastic abilities 
and was graduated with honor in the class of 1868—a 
class that enjoyed a splendid reputation at the academy, 
and which it has brilliantly maintained in its thirty 
years of service since. A year after his graduation he 
was specially selected by Professor Bartlett for duty as 
an instructor in natural philosophy, and so well did he 
acquit himself that he was retained for nearly five years, 
or until he was chosen as assistant astronomer of the 
United States expedition to New Zealand to observe the 
transit of Venus of 1874. 

Dr. Peters, the distinguished astronomer of Hamilton 
College, was chief of the party to which Bass was as- 
signed, and he often enjoyed telling how he was per- 
suaded, much against his will, to change the station at 
Victoria, which had been determined upon, to another, 
an inland station, involving a toilsome journey in a jolt- 
ing ox cart over rough roa 8, all a the sound judg- 
ment, persistent representation and thorough investiga- 
tion with which his assistant, Lieut. Bass, tactfully as- 
saulted him. Bass, coming by way of San Francisco, 
had hastened his arrival and carefully studied the cli- 
matie conditions of Victoria long before the good doctor 
had reached the officially designated station and had be- 
come satisfied that the chances were very much against 
having suitable weather at Victoria, while they were 
more than favorable in the interior of the country. But 
how _ was he to convince his scientific chief? 

“What is the matter with this place?’ said the doctor 
after a prolonged discussion. 

_“Why, you can’t depend upon the weather,” said Bass; 
“it may rain in half an hour.” 

“Nonsense,” replied the doctor, ‘‘it can’t rain; there is 

not even a cloud in the sky.” 
_ But, as if to save Bass’s reputation as a prophet, with- 
in twenty-five minutes thereafter it came down in 
bucketfuls, and this strange verification of his predic- 
tion practically decided the question. 

On the eventful morning of the transit Bass very early 
heard the rain descending as if it never intended to stop; 
but nevertheless he systematically proceeded with his 
preparations for observation as if the most beautiful and 
propitious weather was smiling upon them, and, strange 
to relate, just a minute or two before the time for first 
contact the clouds parted just beyond the disk of the sun 
and remained so until three of the four contacts were ob- 
served and over two hundred and seventy photographs 
were taken. It was afterwards anegetalaell’ that there 
was no other spot in all New Zealand that day when the 
stin could have been seen, and hence good old Dr. Peters 
was justified in taking more credit to himself in his dis- 
covery of Bass’s good qualities than in all the planetoids 
that stood recorded in his name. 

Bass came back to the Academy in September, 1876, 
as Assistant Professor of Philosophy, and again made 
his mark as a most successful instructor. On one occa- 
sion while he was conducting the examination of his 
section General Grant, then President, was an attentive 
and interested listener. Upon leaving the examination 
hall, the President turned to the Secretary of War and 


said: 

“While I do not intend to retire any of my old profes- 
sors during my term as President, yet whenever the nec- 
essity arises to fill a Myer I have found my nominee. 
That young Lieutenant of Engineers is the clearest in- 
structor I have ever known, and I shall remember him.” 

Bass’s successful administration of the Department 
of Mathematics for the past twenty years has amply 
justified the quick péreeption and sound judgment of 
General Grant, who was himself very fond of mathe- 
matical studies while a cadet. 

During his service as professor, the course of instruc- 
tion has been greatly improved, due to his systematic 
study of the best that is attainable. He has greatly ex- 
tended its scope, made it harmonize better with the nec- 
essities of the scientific studies that follow, and devised 
sounder methods to secure greater thoroughness. His 
own text-book on the Differential Calculus is a model 
of clear, compact treatment of a usually difficult branch 
of mathematics which has lightened the labors of many 
a handworked cadet god gteatly helped them in the Sp 
plications to the problems of physical science in the su 
sequent courses. In the administration of his depart- 
ment he has come in close personal relations with officers 
of the Army, his assistants, and with cadets of the two 
junior classes his pupils. To them he has ever been a 
model of punctuality, a conscientious worker, a thorough 
disciplinarian and_a gentlemanly soldier. As a member 
of the Academic Board responsible for the maintenance 
of high 8 ards of éxcellénce he has been invaluable.

A serious accident to the cruiser Buffalo occurred 
when only two days out from New York. on her. way 
to Manila, which was of so acute a nature as to 
vblige her to make for the nearest home port where 
he arrived on Wednesday morning. ‘Capt. Hemphill, 
her commander, reported under date of Newport, R. I., 
that some difficulty was encountered in reaching port. 
The Navy Department is greatly concerned and much 
disappointed, and while the full extent of the damage 
was not made known in the brief telegram, it was 
thought that the Buffalo would have to return to the 
srooklyn Navy Yard for .repairs before it would be 
possible to send her forward again. A. Court of In- 
quiry was ordered to investigate the causes and respon- 
sibility if any, for the accident. The Buffalo has been 
infortunate in many respects since she was purchased 
from the Brazilian Government. All summer she was 
Leing overhauled, changed and prepared for the cruise 
she was on when compelled to return. She has. on board 
. large quantity of supplies for Admiral Dewey, and 
seven hundred men to relieve those whose enlistment 
periods have expired. She is commanded by Comdr. J. 
N. Hemphill, while Chief Engr. Bieg is in charge of the 
Engineer Department. The delay will probably pre- 
vent the Butta lo reaching Manila until after the ar- 


rival of the Iowa and Oregon.

The proper ventilation of magazines is made the duty of 
all officers, and epectany artillery commanders having 
charge of the batteries, who should give this matter thelr 
continued personal attention.

ciprocating engine used for the blowing systems on 
board the smaller craft of the Navy. On the torpedo 
boats and destroyers it is impracticable to employ elec- 
tricity, and the engines ordinarily applied are found to 
give so much trouble that a substitute is being looked 
for. So far the attention of the Bureau has been di-

sion has yet been reached. 


In all probability a Court of Inquiry will be appointeg 
to determine the causes for the loss of the Maria Teregg 
as that vessel has been found on one of the islands of 
the group near which she was abandoned. Whether the 
vessel is ever rescued, or not, and brought into port. 
a question will surely arise as to whether the wrecking 
company or the Navy Department was in control of the 
ship at the time her crew was taken off by the tug 
Merritt. If, as reported, Lieut. Comdr. Harris was jy 
practical control of the vessel, the wrecking company 
will unquestionably maintain that it should not be de. 
prived of salvage, while on the other hand it is ex. 
pected the Government authorities will contend that the 
contract with the company provided for the -safe de- 
livery of the ship at Norfolk, and the fact therefore that 
she was in tharge of a naval officer does not relieve the 
company of any responsibility. The loss of the ship 
is deeply regretted by those who believe that her pres- 
ence as part of the American squadron would serve a 
useful purpose, but a large number of officers fear that 
more money would be expended in placing the vesse! in 
a serviceable condition than even sentimental reasons 
would justify. Lieut. Comdr. Harris is one of the few 
Volunteer officers who received that rank during the 
war. He was a classmate of Capt. Crowninshield, and 
is regarded as a capable officer. The Navy Department 
at once ordered the Vulcan to proceed from Norfolk in 
charge of Capt. McCalla, and the tug Potomac to depart 
from Santiago at once to search for the vessel. Capt. 
McCalla was selected for this duty on account of his 
vigor of action and capacity of dealing with the subject. 





Prof. Becker’s report on the mineralogy of the Philip- 
pines seems to be rather a summary of known publica- 
tions than an account of explorations of his own. Coal 
is found on twelve islands, two of them being Luzon and 
Mindanao, the largest of the group. It is not a true 
coal, but a highly carbonized lignite analogous to the 
Japanese coal. Its greatest fault is a large proportion 
of sulphur. Still with care a valuable fuel can be ob- 
tained by selection. The attractive word gold appears in 
the lists of ten islands and copper in five. Sulphur is 
found on two. All of these may become highly important 
objects of exploration, but nothing definite is known 
about them, as the Spaniards did not encourage the ex- 
ploration of the deposits. The production of gold and 
copper already influences powerfully the movements of 
the world’s commerce and population, and a careful ex- 
amination of the Philippine occurences by a geologist so 
competent as Prof. Becker would be a valuable addition 
to our knowledge of the distribution of these important 
products. 





If Congress approves, it is the intention of the War 
Department to enlist the residents of both Cuba and 
Porto Rico for service in the armies of occupation. Pre- 
sumably the same system, if adopted, will be extended 
to the Philippines. As the plan now stands, the United 
States will enlist natives of the islands who have seen 
military service, and no discrimination will be made 
against Spanish soldiers, who are desirous of serving 
under the American flag. This plan has many advan- 
tages. It will give employment, with good pay, to many 
people of the islands, who are at present out of work. 
It will also tend to train the people to military life, and 
in Cuba, for the beginning of the coming Republic's 
standing army. To this country it would be of the 
greatest advantage, as the troops enlisted in this man- 
ner would be acclimated and ought to be immune to 
climatic diseases. As the number of these troops in- 
creased, the American Volunteers could be withdrawn, 
and it would not be necessary to keep many Regulars 
on duty in the countries named.

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Efforts to find the grave of Gen. Vara del Rey, who 
was killed at Caney, were nearly frustrated by the ac- 
tion of the Cubans, who had leveled the ground over the 
grave for the purpose of obscuring it. The Spaniards 
desired to send his remains home and were deeply 
grieved by their failure to find them. Fortunately, the 
grave was found after a second day's search, and the 
remains were identified fully. The next morning the 
body was borne in procession to Santiago, where they 
were met by four companies of the 5th Inf, and a band. 
It is said the Cubans expressed astonishment at these 
honors to a dead foe and immediately accused the Amer- 
icans of favoring the Spaniards!

Since the year 1895, that is to say, within the last four 
years, German yards have delivered no less than twenty- 
four men-of-war for foreign navies, namely, three iron- 
clads, ten torpedo destroyers and eleven torpedo boats;

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PRINCIPLES NOT PDRSONS. 


In a letter which bears no address or signature, a 
correspondent says: “Is not the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal too much of a paper to print such an unfair and in- 
complete story as it does about Alger’s record? The 
recommendation of Custer, Sheridan and Merritt is too 
well known for deception. Your paragraph disappoints 
and disgusts one of your oldest readers.” 

We regret if we have “disappointed and disgusted” 
a reader young or old, but in this case it would seem 
to be unavoidable, as the article complained of was pre- 
cisely what it purported to be, a transcript from the 
published “Records of the Rebellion” of whatever ap- 
pears there concerning the military service of the pres- 
ent Secretary of War. The record is what it is and 
cannot be altered because it disgusts our “reader.” 
It was published, as we stated, in response to a request 
for the information. The recommendation referred to 
by our correspondent we do not find there, nor have 
we ever seen it, exeept in some newspaper publication, 
for the accuracy of which we could not vouch, though 
we have no reason to doubt that it correctly represented 
the general fact that the officers referred to reported 
Colonel Alger for being absent without leave. Every 
one at all familiar with our recent war in Cuba knows 
that more than one excellent officer might be reported 
for the same offence and this explanation of the cir- 
cumstanee, which we presented, and which is that given 
by Gen. Alger, accords not only with recent experiences 
but with those of the Civil War. 

If our correspondent means to suggest that anything 
has been purposely omitted from the record he should 
point it out, if he does not wish to be classed with those 
who are “willing to wound and yet afraid to strike.” 

Very grave questions of Army organization and Army 
administration will come up for settlement before the 
next Congress, and it is extremely important that these 
should net be confused by attacks upon individuals for 
deficiencies which may be the product of a system. 
We prefer to leave such attacks to the Army gossips 
whose vitriolic assaults upon the reputations of others 
disgust and humiliate all who listen to them and™who 
have regard for the dignity of human nature and the 
credit of the Army. 

No Secretary of War, no Major General Commanding, 
no Adjutant General of the Army, could make a great 
reputation for himself, or accomplish satisfactory re- 
sults, under a system which divides responsibility be- 
tween these three, and the unremovable heads of half a 
dozen staff bureaus. In the language of the old song, 
“How happy we-could be with either were t’other dear 
charmer away.” Efficiency in military administration 
absolutely requires concentration of authority—and we 
have division. Our recent experiences present nothing 
During the three years of civil war we struggled 
with eur semi-civil, semi-military system of Army ad- 
ministration, and then Congress and the President act- 
ing together, concentrated authority in the hands of one 
man. It was not alone because he was General Grant, 
but because he was the master of the entire military 
forces of the country that the head of the Army in 
1864-5 was enabled to bring us triumph and peace 
within the year. 

Shall we never learn the lesson that this teaches us? 
Must we continue to snarl and sneer at individuals and 
thus ease our consciences of the duty that-is before us 
to reorganize our methods of administration, regardless 
of the interests of those who oppose? To this duty the 
Army should address itself and should refuse to be 
turned aside from it to the fruitless discussion of 
merely personal issues. So far as the actions of indi- 
viduals throw light upon the question of proper meth- 
ods they should be considered, but never in the spirit of 
personal or class antagonisms. Those who seek a med- 
ium for the expression of their jealousies and prejudices 
must look elsewhere than to the Army and Navy 
Journal. 

The day has passed when an officer could say, as did 
Gen. Early, of the Confederate service, recalling his 
Army experiences before the Civil War: “I learned all 





new, 


about commanding fifty United States dragoons and 
forgot everything else.” We are passing beyond the 
period of Continental isolation to enter upon the world’s 
stage of action, and our officers must be educated to 
larger things. Independent commands in distant coun- 
tries, or in islands beyond the reach of purely civil ad- 
ministration, will compel a change in methods of admin- 
istration which deprive the line officer of his independ- 
ence and concentrate everything under the contro] of 
staff bureaus. We shall find it more than ever necessary 
to provide an Army composed of officers trained to both 
line and staff duties, as are the officers of our Navy, and 
to destroy the distinction between the two which divides 
our Army into classes, which, if not alien, are at least 
not wholly sympathetic. These changes involve the con- 
sideration of difficult problems, and they must be dis- 
cussed with sole regard to the interests of the military 
service and without fear or prejudice. 


NEW YORK’S METHOD OF CONSCRIPTION. 

In whatever aspect the raising of the Volunteer Army 
for this war is viewed, it is seen to be a mistake. The 
evils that have followed this action so far as they af- 
fect the Government and the military service have been 
made the theme of frequent and sufficient criticism, but 
no one has taken up the case of the National Guards- 
man, his rights and his wrongs, and shown how they 
were affected by forcing him into service ostensibly as a 
Volunteer, but really in many cases as a conscript. This 
is exhibited in the history of the New York Guard. 

When the policy and plan of the military authorities of 
New York State in answering the President's call for 
Volunteers was first disclosed, conservative and experi- 
enced National Guardsmen were much concerned as to 
the possible consequences to the organization which 
years of hard work and great expenditure of money had 
brought into a condition of excellent efficiency. Swufii- 
cient time has elapsed to allow the problem to work it- 
self out, and we now have fairly before us the result of 
New York’s method of raising her quota of the levy. 

In time of excited public sentiment, it requires a cool- 
headed and a courageous man to stand up against the 
impulse of the moment, a man who is willing to take 
temporary criticism and unpopularity to maintain the in- 
tegrity of an honest and logical position. It was declared 
in the enthusiastic stage of the call for Volunteers, that 
the demand of the National Guard to be instantly called 
into service was overwhelming, yet we find that only 
about twenty-five per cent. were able to set aside busi- 
ness and family and render military service exclusively 
as the call demanded, and that seventy-five per cent. 
were not inclined to go beyond the contract with the 
State, which every guardsman makes when he enlists. 

It is evident that the public has not a full understand- 
ing of what the New York National Guard is, for what 
intended, or how comprehensive is the measure of the 
guardsman’s obligation. The only thing which strikes 
the ordinary observer is that the National Guardsman 
occasionally wears a uniform, drills and shoots, and that 
he is, therefore, a soldier, and that the duty of a soldier 
is to go into active service whenever and wherever called 
and for an unlimited period. In other words, that the 
National Guardsman is to all intents and purposes in the 
same class as the regular or professional soldier. Here 
is where the great mistake’ has been made. The Na- 
tional Guardsman enlists because he is able to give mili- 
tary service to the State and at the same time support 
his family and transact his business, Had his desire been 
to be a professional soldier, he would have joined the 
Regular Army at once, and not the National Guard. 

The obligation of enlistment in the Guard of the State 
permitted the citizen.so joining to remain .a citizen, with 
all the privileges secured to a citizen, and yet give to the 
State the strong military arm which proves so necessary 
and so effective at times of domestic disturbance. This 
contract with the State did not include or contemplate 
an enlistment in the United States service for two years, 
to the complete sacrifice of all business and domestic 
obligations, and yet we:find that the policy of New York 
State was to practically import this condition into the 
contract. 

Several regiments were suddenly ordered to either 
Hempstead or to Peekskill—so suddenly that. there was 
not time to make even the most meager preparations for 
them—although the necessity of this precipitate action 
has never become apparent, and when there, the process 
of selecting Volunteers was put into operation. 

It was not a case of volunteering, it was a plain, unde- 
niable forced levy; men placed in a position more try- 
ing than actual battle; disgrace, humiliation, degrada- 
tion, insult and even personal violence, facing the man 
who dared to exercise the right not to volunteer unless 
he was so disposed. One regiment, the 13th New York, 
had not volunteered, but it was, notwithstanding the 
fact, ordered to Hempstead. The greater part of this 
regiment declined to enter the United States service, and 
it was promptly disbanded. Why? Because the State’s 
policy was in such a dangerous and wavering condition 
that to allow the individual guardsman the exercise of 
his personal desire would have meant the absolute col- 
lapse of the whole faulty, blundering scheme. 

So, to save the reputation of the State, it became nec- 
essary to destroy the 18th Regiment. The blow was 
struck and the plan jammed through. Is this very far 
away from the process known as “Shanghaiing’’? 

It is not strange, therefore, that now that some of the 
Volunteer regiments are returning, the position and 
standing of the New York Guard is a matter of much 
concern, Many former members are naturally unwilling 
to render themselves liable-to a repetition of the troubles 
and anxieties to which they were so recently subjected. 





This must be changed afd radically changed, or the 
possibility of rehabilitating the Guard is 
Men must be given confidence in the State service, en- 
couraged to resume military obligations and be persuad- 
ed that no wrong, be it of necessary infliction, or a mis- 
take, shall be permitted,to.vemain unrighted. If the dis- 
bandment of the 18th Regiment was the necessary meas- 
ure to relieve a strained situation, now that the emer- 
gency has passed, it is a righteous and commendable act 
to revoke the order which drove it out of its long and 
honorable record and restere it to its efficiency so far as 
possible. 

The Commander-in-Ohief of the New York military 
establishment is a man of determined character and per- 
sonal intrepidity of action which render him fit to cope 
with conflicting situations aggressively and radically. 
With a weak man, the revocation of the order disband- 
ing the 13th Regiment would be an impossibility. With 
a man of the strength and determination of New York's 
executive, it is not only possible, but it would be readily 
and firmly done were he persuaded, either that the good 
of the Guard demanded it, or that faithful soldiers were 
unjustly suffering. 

Here, certainly, is one of the cases to which executive 
attention could be profitably given.

General Breckinridge, Inspector General, is strongly 
in favor of some provision by Congress for an increase 
in the number of officers in his department. It is the 
Inspector General's opinion that each brigade of troops 
should be provided with an Inspector, whose duty it will 
be not only to criticize, but to instruct in all matters 
essential to a well regulated Army. The Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department failed almost entirely to perform its 
proper duty during the recent war. At the outbreak of 
hostilities, General Breckinridge, the Chief of the De- 
partment, was commissioned a Major General of Vol- 
unteers and ordered to the front, where he served with 
much gallantry, but the absence of the official head was 
destructive te the operations of this department. The 
Adjutant General issued an order directing all Inspect- 
ors General to submit their reports to him, with the re- 
sult that only one’ report of an Inspector has been made 
since the beginning of the war. The officers of the de- 
partment have realized that their reports would not re- 
ceive the usual consideration, and have made no state- 
ments regarding their work. General Breckinridge 
thinks that much hardship and suffering could have been 
avoided if his department had. received proper recogni- 
tion. The Volunteers could have been instracted by the 
Regular officers of this department, and would have 
hence ‘known better how to care for the health of their 
men and the supplies furnished them by the Govern- 
ment. The Inspector General's idea is to have every 
officer before assignment to duty in his department 
stand a most rigid examination to prove his fitness for 
the position. Of all staff officers, it is most necessary 
that the Inspectors General! should be perfectly familiar 
with the duties of the various staff departments. 








Rapid progress has been made by the Board which is 
considering the subject of recommending for awards 
officers whose services were conspicuous er meritorious 
in the war, and by the last of this month its work will 
have been completed and the repert presented to the 
Secretary of the Navy for action. It is well understood 
that while a number of officers in all grades down to 
and including Ensign have been selected for reward, the 
direction the recegnition may take will depend almost 
entirely upon the Department, and possibly upon Con- 
gress. In dealing with this subject it is understood that 
the Board was not expected to treat at all of the Hob- 
son affair, and that is left for the special attention of 
the President and Secretary, who will adjudge the ex- 
tent and nature of Hobson's reward. Although a de- 
cision has been rendered by the Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy, in which he held that rewards could not be 
given under the plan propesed by Captain Dickins, by 
which the allotment of numbers was to be abandoned 
in favor of the roll of honor and annua! increase of pay, 
the special board is at work devising some scheme on 
the general line of Captain Dickins’s suggestion for sub- 
mission to Congress. It is understood that among those 
officers selected by the Board for some sort of recogni- 
tion ‘are a number who saw no sea service during the 
war, but were attached to the Navy Department. It is 
a well known fact that Secretary Long believes that 
many of these officers through their arduous work are 
entitled to some reward, and particularly Captain 
Crowninshield, Chief of the Navigation Bureau, and 
two of his aids as well as some other officers who were 
equally active, and upon whom large responsibilities 
fell. The report of the Board is awaited with deep in- 
terest by all officers who think they may possibly be in- 
cluded in the list of fortunate ones forthe Department's 
consideration. 


Secretary Alger is now hard at work preparing his 
annual report, which will probably be completed by the 
end of next week. All of the reports of the department 
chiefs are now in the hands of the Secretary. 








The number of applications for the position of Oom- 
missary Sergeant is very small.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The fact that the Navy now hae not less than five 
training vessels in commission is an indication of the 
preparations that are made for the conduct of our en- 
jarged naval operations. They are the Adams, Alliance, 
Annapolis, Essex and Vicksburg, all steam vessels of 
1,000 and 1,375 tons displacement. 

Plans have been completed by the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks for the construction of the first masonry dry- 
dock built for the Navy and bids will shortly be asked 
for the project. This dock is to be located at the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard, not far distant from the old stone dock 
puilt there in 1 and now in as good condition as the 
day completed. The new dock will be capable of ac- 
cmmodating the largest ships of the Navy and in all re- 
spects Will be superior to any of those at the other naval 
stations along the Atlantic coast. The three timber docks 
will be undertaken about the time that work begins on 
this stone dock. 

Lieut. Howard Patterson, who has been in command 
of the New_York State schoolship St. Mary’s, in a re- 
port to the Board of mducation on the summer cruise of 
the vessel, says she first went as far as New London and 
from there to Newport. While at Newport the boys vis- 
ited the U. S. Naval Training Station. The St. Mary’s 
cruised back through Long Island Sound. ctising in 
working ship at night as well as by day. e remainder 
of the eeason was spent at Glen Cove. A longer sea 
cruise Was abandoned owing to the lack of officers. Sev- 
enteen boys were graduated, of whom Henry McCord 
Hall was valedictorian. He received a percentage of 
% in his studies, and the other boys were not far be- 
hind. 

Later advices from Portland, Ore., concerning the 
frightful aceident to the torpedo boat Davis on Oct. 20, 
whereby seven men were killed and others severely hurt, 
state the accident occurred at 11:40 a. m., while the boat 
was westward bound, off Tenas Illihee, near Cathlamet. 
She had run one of the required two hours at full speed, 
and was making about knots per hour, under a steam 
pressure of 250 pounds. ithout a moment’s warning, 
something inside the boiler gave way, and a witherin 
blast of live steam, fire and smoke filled the cramped 
boiler room and overpowered the helpless workmen. At 
the same time, the forward smokestack began to vomit 
forth flame and muddy water, and those on deck saw 
that something serious had happened below. The scald- 
ed men were rescued from the fire room as soon as pos- 


sible and made as comfortable as the unfortunate condi- 
tion of affairs would allow. The Davis was twenty miles 
from home, no vessels were near and she had to wait 
two hours before help came, being anchored meanwhile, 


and without needed medical supplies for the suffering 
men. Naval Constructor L. Rgeer and Lieut. Comdr. 
F. J. Drake and Asst. Engr. . 8S. Smith, U. 8. N., 
and others on board helped the doctor care for the un- 
fortunates as best they could until a passing tug took 
the torpedo boat in tow to Astoria. fore they were 
placed in the torpedo boats the boilers were subjected to 
a water pressure of 360 pounds to the square inch, 110 
pounds more than that at which they were working at 
the time of the accident. Messrs. Wolff, & Zwicker were 
the builders of the boat. 

After service afloat of over seven years the graceful 
flagship San Francisco is to be laid up and completely 
overhauled at the Norfolk Navy Yard, where it is pro- 
posed to expend probably $150,000 on the ship. No 
vessel of the service has seen longer continuous duty 
than this ship, and during the entire period little re- 
pair work was given her. She was docked frequently 
and her bottom kept clean, but at no time was there 
any extensive repairs performed, She returned last 
spring from the European station where she had flown 
the flag of Admiral Selfridge and later Admiral How- 
ell’s. During the summer she was the flagship of the 
Mosquito fleet, and later was sent to the blockade. 
Six months or perhaps longer will be required to place 
the vessel in thorough condition for another three years’ 
(Tulse, 

The Navy Department expects now to have the York- 
town ready for service in December, when Comdr. 
Sperry at the New York Navy Yard will assume charge. 
The Yorktown has been completely repaired, and should 
not require the services of a Navy Yard again for two 
or three years. It is probable that she will be sent to 
Hawaii to relieve the Bennington in order that the 
latter may be ordered home for docking. 

Practieally a new vessel, of eighteen knots speed, 
modern batteries, and vastly increased general efficiency 
s 2 warship, the Chicago will be put in commission at 
the New York Navy Yard early in December, after 
having been undergoing an overhauling and rehabilita- 
tion for upwards of four years with the Atlanta, another 
vessel of the same date. The Navy Department this 
week decided that the services of the Chicago may be 
needed, as a flagship most probably, on the South At- 
lantic Station.

N.. who commanded 
the Maria Teresa when she was abandoned, entered the 
Navy as an Acting Midshipman Sept. 26, 1560, was 
moted Knsign May 28, 1863, Lieutenant July 25, , 
and Lieutenant Commander March 12, 1 He re- 
signed March 21, 1871. At the outbreak of the war with 
Spain he volunteered for service, and was appointed a 
Lieutenant Commander, and placed in command of the 
repair ship Vulcan, a service for which he was well 
fitted, as during his absence from the service he had 
engaged for years in the iron busin having managed 
some rolling mills in the West, in which he was part 
owner. He is a son of the late distinguished Judge Ira 
Harris, who was Senator from New York during the 
administration of President Lincoln and an active, able 
and loyal supporter of the Union cause.’ 

While one of the most efficient cruisers of her class 
in the Navy, the New Orleans is not well adapted for 
cruising in Northern climates during the winter season, 
as she has no proper rece | arrangement for either 
officers or crew. It is intended now to instal a complete 
heating equipment, and probably while the work is

It was 
proposed by the authorities to assign a class to her for 
instruction at once and it is at posoest intended to re- 
tain her permanently at Port Royal. Lieut. Strauss, 
who lately commanded the Cushing, will be ordered as 
the navigating officer of the ship. 

Quite a large shipment of Pacific and other charts has 
been made by the Hydrographic office of the Navy De- 
»artment to the Branch Hydrographic Office at San 
‘ranciseo, Cal. The office is located in the Merchants’ 
Exchange Building. Increasing use is being made of 
the ‘information distributed by the Branch Hydro- 
graphic offices of the Navy, and the present war has 
shown in many ways the great value of the charts 
and publications issued by these offices. 

The U. 8S. S. Adams, Pacific training ship, will soon 
sail on an interesting cruise from San Francisco. Her 
first stopping place will be Magdalena Bay in Lower 
California, where the ship will overhauled for sea, 
the apprentices will be drilled and the rigging set up. 
From agdalena Bay the course will be shaped for 
Honolulu, Hawaiian Islands, and it is believed that 
ultimately the cruise will extend as far as Yokohama 
-“ possibly a trip through the celébrated Inland Sea 
of Japan. 





LOSS OF THE MARIA TERBSA. 


The loss of the Maria Teresa after months of ex- 
pensive, ingenious and painstaking work had rescued 
her from the tomb to which American guns had sent her 
is an event that Americans receive with deep regret, and 
the Spaniards probably with joy. At present the outlook 
is that no important Spanish vessel will honor the Amer- 
ican Navy with her memory of a great fight, for the cost 
and risk of recovering the wrecks which lie on the ex- 
posed south coast of Cuba will probably be considered 
too great to be balanced by the probable chance of ¢uc- 
cess. The defeated enemy who in their last spasm of 
resistance opened the sea valves of the Colon did their 
work well. 

The loss of the Teresa appears to have been due to the 
abnorma! strains set up in her hull by the fire that de- 
stroyed her fighting power, and to the inability of* the 
new patches to resist the working due to stormy seas. 
The location of the disaster is 24 degrees north latitude 
by 74.30 degrees west longitude, about 235 miles distant 
from Nassau. At the time she was abandoned she was 
about 310 miles distant from Caimanera, the port from 
which she started a little over two daye before. Lieut. 
Comdr. Lra Harrie, her commander, gave the following 
govetnt of her loss in a report to the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

“Ste: I have the honor to make the following report 
of the loss of the Infanta Maria Teresa. On Nov. 1 at 
1 a. m. 1 found that it was biowing hard and went on 
the lower bridge. We had left Watling’s Island Light 
abeam at 10 o'clock, and up till midnight the weather 
was pleasant, and all went well with the ship, although 
we had trouble in keeping the pump in the forward fire- 
room from being choked with coal. The wind continued 
to increase in force until perhaps 3 a. m., when it 
reached its height, although there were times all day 
when it blew as hard as ever. The direction was about 
northeast. The sea continued to rise until perhaps 6 

. m.; there was a heavy sea all the following day. 
-umps were reported every hour. Soon_after I came on 
deck, I relieved the second mate, Mr, Jolingon, so that 
he could go’below to fight the water. About 3:30 o’clock 
the first mate a Le Cato, came up, and he also went 
below to work. Capt. Chittenden, who wae on deck al- 
most as soon as I ap ly eer ee the _ = 
especially to priming the centrifugal pump ‘or- 
waa fireroom. ‘There were many new leaks, When a 
heavy sea struck the sides the plates leaked at the butts 
and seams, showing that after the fire they had resumed 
their former appearance but were not tight. There was 
at the mainmast an inch of thwart ship vibration, and 
only half an inch longitudinal vibratien, While making 
this examination, about 4:30 a. m., Capt. Chittenden 
was thrown down and fell on the chain, hurting his side 
and back enough to temporarily disable him. He con- 
tinued to give us valuable advice. At 3 a. m. we made 
signal to the Vulcan and Merritt to go to windward, 
which they did as well as they could. 

“Up to 1 o’clock a. m. we were running the starboard 
main engines and had steam on the two cen boilers 
and three of the short forward boilers, but the trouble 
in the forward fireroom ca the steam to run low, 
we lighted fires under the starboard after boiler and 
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e and carrying the floor pla about, w. 
made it ifficult and to work there. 
“About 8 o'clock I ed for volunteers to hoist

It seems as if she 
feared to turn in the heavy sea, but eventually she did 
cross ahead of the Merritt and twice passed under the 
Maria’s stern, although at some distance. I think she 
picked up the life rafts which the Vulcan threw over. 
About 11:30 we the Vulean to ask the Merritt 
if she could be turned safely to run for the lee of Wat- 
ling’s Island. To this Capt. Wolcott replied ‘No,’ and aa 
Capt. Chittenden thought we would sink if we tried to 
turn, this idea was given up. Both the Vulcan and Mer- 
ritt could with difficulty keep us head to the wind, and 
the sea was running so high that the Vulcan’s bitts 
started or the towlines par The ship would fall into 
the trough of the 6ea. 

“At 1 p. m. ar. Chittenden asked me to signal the 
Vulean to cast the Merritt’s towlines and have 
Merritt come alongside. I then assumed command, 
told the men what was to be done, and assigned them to 
stations. I told the Chief Engineer to etart the e 
to aid the Vulcan in keeping our head up. He did go, 
but it could run but a short time with what steam we 
had. We signaled the Vulcan, ‘We are about to aban- 
don ship; try to keep ue head to wind.’ I ordered Capt. 
Lecato to take charge of the lee surf boat and when it 
was lowered to the rail ordered Capt. Chittenden into it, 
against his repeated tests. e was placed in the 
boat with his son. is boat was unable to reach 
lines we had astern, but the Merritt picked it up, and 
after taking Capt. Chittenden aboard, towed the boat 
to our lee qoeries and repeated this maneuver each trip, 
forming a lee for the boats to come to us and then tow- 
ing them back. was splendidly handled. From 2 
until 5 the work of transferring the crew continued. 
Capt. Lecato made two more trips, when, his arm being 
disabled, his place was taken by Mr. Johnson, who also 
took two boatloads. The life raft was gotten over and 
capsized, but was righted. It was put in charge of 
James Bashford, ordinary seaman, of the Illinois Naval 
Militia, He and his crew took six Cubans to the Mer- 
ritt. The smaller surfboat stowed in board on the lee 
side was then gotten out and I put it in charge of Chas. 
A. Dunne, Quartermaster, first-class. I gave him near- 
ly all the good seamen left for a crew. It was launched 
very handsomely and made two trips. In all these trips 
we poured oil from the ~ on both sides, and the Vul- 
can also used oil to make it smooth where the embark- 
ing was done. I doubt if we could have worked without 
it. The ship labored more and more heavily. Before I 
left the bridge she rolled her sponeons under, which I 
should estimate to be degrees, and her pitching wae 
enough to show her rudder, liers, and perha 
twelve feet of her keel. She was about four feet 
head. She fell into the sea very heavily and ehuddered 
as she rose. There was no water aft. The Vulcan did 
her best to keep our head up, steering to starboard and 
going to full speed while the sea beat the Teresa's head 
to port. Throughout the day the Vulcan did everything 
possible. We were constantly signaling. 

“With the exception of three men who got drunk and 
gave much trouble, all the crew behav well. By 
man did his duty, and my orders were inetantly obe 
by wreckere and men of the Navy. were 
low I called for volunteers, and the donkey boilers were 
at once fired up. Twice I asked C, F. Smith and James 
F. Brien, chief machinists, to oil the steering engine, 
and they did so, and the engine ran till we left. hep 
1 took Dunne from the helm to lower the smaller surf 
boat hie place was taken by William C. Morehoff, ma- 
chinist, second class, who steered the wreck until we 
left the bridge together, when he lashed the wheel amid- 


ships. Willard Crossett, bugler, was signalman, and 
was as cool as possible. He made no mistakes, and was 
very useful to me as a messenger. About 4 he made 


signal, ‘Hang to the wreck until you are sure she is

Of the Spanish war vessels in Cuban waters which will 
become the property of the United States, under the pro- 


visions of the preliminary peace negotiations, an official , 


statement says that there are twenty of these vessels 


which escaped destruction during the war by keeping 
within the confines of fortified ports. The princi ves- 
sels to be turned over are the Hernan Cortez, 0, 
Vasco Nunez de Balboa, Diego Velasquez, Alerta, Ardil- 
la, Tradera, Flecha, L igera, Satelite, Margarit, Vigia, 
General Blanco, Intrepida and the Cauta. 
Six gunboats were destroyed at Manzanillo by Comdr. 
. Two vessels, the Alvarado and Sandoval, were 
captured, the former at Santiago and the latter at Guan- 
tanamo. The Sandoval was sunk by the Spaniards af- 
ter the surrender of Caimanera, but was raised by the 
crew of the cruiser Marblehead. Capt. McCalla super- 
vised the entire work. 

The majority of the new gunboats are vesselg of less 
than 300 tons. They are all light draft craft, being built 
especially for service in the shallow waters among the 
keys. Spain has maintained at times as many as thirty 
gunboats in Cuban waters. The Hernan Cortez, Pizatro 
and Vasco Nunez de Balboa are sister craft. hey are 
handsome ey | vessels of 300 tons displacement, AU 
these were built by the Tho ons of Glasgow, and were 
launched in July, 1895. ‘The principal features are: 
Length, 154.9 feet; beam, 21.5 feet; draft, 6.3 feet; coal 
capacity, 67 tons; speed from ees 134 knots; radius 
of action at economical speed, 2, miles. The battery 
of each ship consists of two 6-pounder rapid-fire guns 
and two Maxim-Nordenfelt automatic 1-pounder guns. 
The Spanish crew complements consist of three officers 
and fifty men, : 

The Diego Velasquez is another Scotch-built a. Her 
principal features are: Length, 136 feet; beam, 19 feet;

The Alerta, Ardilla and the vessels mentioned above 
following them in order possess in common the following 
eneral features, viz.: Length, 70 feet; beam, 8% feet; 

raft, 4.3 feet; displacement, 40 tons; complement, twen- 

ty-three men; radius of action, 800 miles, and speed, 10 
knots. 
. The Spanish gunboats are now scattered among vari- 
ous Cuban ports. There are eight of them in Cienfuegos 
and the remainder are divided up between Batabano, 
Tunas, Havana, Cardenas and Matanzas, 

Until the final peace negotiations are signed the Cuban 
gunboats will continue in Spanish hands. 





A CORRESPONDENT’S OPINION, 

The correspondent of the New York “Sun” at Manila 
appears to have had a difference with General Merritt, 
if we may judge from what he says of him in a recent 
letter, which is as follows: 

“General Merritt, of course, has had the advantage of 
much conversation with Admiral Dewey, who has ced 
at his disposal what information he had obtained him- 
self. But the unfortunate fact is that General Merritt 
has not been in close sympathy with the Admiral. The 
colossal figure of all the operations in Manila Bay is 
Dewey, who came simply as a commander of naval 
forces and has developed into a diplomat of conspicuous 
skill and ability. Far-sighted, keen, shrewd, alert, ac- 
tive, cowrageous, with a cool, calm nerve that is amaz- 
ing, the Admirai has risen to and met every emergency, 
and not once has he made a slip. The administration 
of the Army here has been far different. The Army it- 
self recognizes this fact, and if the truth must be told 
the Army is jealous of the Navy. General Merritt, of 
course, could Testi be accused of such a weakness, but 
the fact is, as was said, that he has not been in close 
sympathy with Admiral Dewey, and therefore has failed 
to make the most advantageous use of his opportunities 
here for observation and for acquiring information that 
would be particularly valuable to him under existing cir- 
cumstances, He has had to rely, and is relying, largely 
on reports hastily ordered and hastily made to him by 
such subordinate officers as have improved their time 
here as best they could. He has given no general or 
public declaration of his beliefs or impressions, but he 
told one of the diplomatic representatives here, who has 
been very largely concerned in the negotiations so far, 
that while he lived the ee Islands should never 
be ruled again by Spain, nor should the Filipinos govern 
them if he could prevent it. 

“General Merritt is no longer the bold, dashing cav- 
alry commander: whom many of the Army officers here 
knew a few years ago. He has been bored by the whole 
performance down here. It has had very little interest 
for him. The day after he took up his quarters in the 
Captain General’s palace in Malacacan he told me that 
he was tired of it all, and wanted to go home. He said 
he would rather be in his old quarters on Governors 
Island by far than in this palace. The work to do here, 
the possibilities before him, the opportunity for himself, 
failed to appeal to him. He had no interest here. He 
said in San Francisco that he was no glutton for mili- 
tary glory, and he told the truth. It is no less true that 
the beginning of an undertaking of such magnitude as 
this should be in stronger hands. The man who “under- 
takes to manage the starting of the first colonial enter- 
prise of the United States must have his heart in his 
work, and energy tremendous to accompany his inter- 
est.” 

Undoubtedly, General Merritt is not as young as he 
once was, but it does not follow that he is not quite as 
capable as ever of dealing with a situation that requires 


sound judgment and ripe experience. 





A STEVEDORD’S EXPLANATION.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Nov. 8. 
Quietly, but steadily, the work of remodeling the Na- 
val Academy, after the plans of the Matthews Commis- 
sion, is in progress. The lines of the sea wall are already 
laid, and when the wall itself is put up the spoil from 
dredging outside of it will be utilized to fill in the new 
space. 
That work will begin by the first of January, it is ex-

useless discomforts of the cadets. Each cadet will have 
a room to himself, with a sitting room between each 
two cadets, instead of lodging two cadets in one room.

A number of the 
Separate companies have also received orders covering 
their reorganization as National Guard commands. 

In connection with National Guard reorganization in 
Pennsylvania, there is talk of asking the Legislature 
to authorize a large increase in the force. Many of the 
Provisional organizations desire to remain in the Guard 
but unless an increase in the force is granted they will 
have to be mustered out. 

In his annual report to the Secretary of War, Adjt. 
Gen. Corbin, U. 8. A., says: “The readmission into the 
National Guard of the State organizations which volun- 
teered their services to their country is a question hav- 
ing but one sible answer—to refuse admission, when 
desired, would practically punish men for their patriotic 
response to the call of the General Government. While 
the yearly State encampments have been productive of 
positive good in imparting practical instruction to the 
troops participating, the experience of the recent cam- 
paign has demonstrated the absolute necessity of further 
assimilating the condition of eneamped troops to the 
actual necessities of active service by making the men 
while in camp dependent for their subsistence on the 
Army ration to be furnished by the State authoritiés, on 
ration returns, and cooked by the troops in precisely 
the same manner as on actual service in the field. An 
organization ordered to a State camp for military in- 
struction, relying on a caterer to furnish the necessary 
food, can never acquire that self-reliance which char 
acterizes the Regular soldier on active duty, for with- 
out previously received instruction in preparing food 
the natural result when ealled into service will be poorly 
cooked and wasted rations, which failing to strengthen 
the physical man, make him liable to febrile and stom 
achic troubles incident to service in all kinds of weather, 
under distressing but unavoidable conditions. For this 
purpose, involving the issue of rations and the purchase 
of field cooking stoves and utensils, the annwal ap 
propriation made by Congress for the support, in part. 
of the -militia is totally inadequate, and its increase, 
urged in past years, has now become a necessity.

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TESTS OF ARMOR PLATES. 


Entire satisfaction is expressed by officers of the Bu 
feau of Ordnance with the ballistic tests of the 15-inch 
nickel steel, Harveyized plate recently at the Naval 
Proving Station, Indian Head.

West Point, N. Y., Noy. 8, 1898. 
The closing football game of the present season, as far

Yale- West Point game last year, which resulted in a tie 
of 6-6, has the enthusiasm of the ctators been 6c 
manifested. As is usual when the cadets com with 
, college team, the superiority in weight of the latter 
was evident at a glance. But ae is also usually the case, 
the power of endurance of the cadets was vaetly superior 
to that of the heaviest team.- Long before the appointed 
hour, the seats which had been provided on the western 
side of the field (where the arrangements for the comfort 
of the spectators have been excellent this year) were 
flied. On the opposite side was a solid mass for whom 
sanding room sufficed. On this side were the cadets 
gouped in close order, forming here and there pyra- 
nids of gray, and shouting encouragement to the home 
am from the opening to the closing play. Vehicles of 
sl sorts and conditions were lined up on the roadway.

Romeyn and 
Kromer utilized the remainder of the half to the best of 
their ability and some fine punting and good running 
resulted, but Kromer was downed and the half was over 
before any material gain had been made. Time—25 min- 
utes. 
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The second half was 5 minutes’ shorter than 
the first, but it was long enough for West 
Point to accomplish some fine work and in this half her

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THE PRESIDENT’S COMMISSION. 

Two distinguished Generals testified before the Com- 
mission, Gen. Lawton on Nov. 4, and Gen. Chaffee, 
Nov. 7. Their evidence contradicts directly the stories 
that there was no plan or direction to the movements 
and that it was “a soldiers’ fight” only. Such tales 
derive their currency from ignorant correspondents, but 
they have been and are still circulated industriously, 
and these two competent observers have done the Army 
valuable service in denying them. 

El Caney was found to be a strongly fortified town, 
and Gen. Lawton and Gen, Chaffee consulted Gen. 
Shafter, laying their plans before him. He approved 
them, and instructions were issued so that on the morn- 
ing of July 1 each brigade proceeded toward designated 
positions about Caney. Caney was taken and a bat- 
talion was sent to take care of the wounded. His divi- 
sion had lost 410 men killed and wounded, and all the 
wounded had been accounted for. This latter remark 
was brought out by the suggestion made by Col. Denby 
that a statement had been made to the effect that some 
of the wounded soldiers wandered into the woods and 
were never seen again. 

“I never heard that before,” Gen, Lawton said. “All 
the wounded were accounted for and they were all taken 
to the field and hospitals. There were no ambulances, 
but some litters.” How many litters there were he 
did not know. 

“Knowing that there was to be a fight, how does it 
happen that you did not have enough litters, enough 
suneeenn, and the proper hospital corps?” Col. Den y 
asked, 

“Well, I cannot say that there were not enough,” 
Gen. Lawton replied. 

“How do you account for the fact that medical men 
did not provide themselves with everything necessary 
for taking care of the- wounded?” 

“I think they did provide themselves with everything 
they though a considering the material they 
had to choose from. here was no time to do more or 
get more surgeons than we had. They were distributed 
to their various commands.” 

Asked where he fixed the responsibility for not having 
tents, Gen. Lawton replied: “I don’t fix it at all, be- 
cause I don’t think there was any responsibility about it. 
The men were there without tents because it was im- 
possible to unload them from the ships for lack of 
facilities. It is a difficult matter to unload a ship in 
a rough sea. There was very little complaint on ac- 
count of the tents. Complaints did not come to me, 
and I was with my men constantly. That they should 
have to lie out as they did was one of the contingencies 
absolutely necessary in the conduct of the war.” 

It was true, as reported, that men had to wear their 
shirts for possibly thirty days without a change, but 
this was because they had thrown away their extra 
clothing. He held the climate responsible for the sick- 
ness that followed the campaign. “It is my opinion,” 
he said, “that any one going from this climate to Cuba 
will have to suffer the acclimatizing fever there. 
doubt if 1 per cent. have escaped absolutely. 

“If we had tents and tent floors and all necessary ap- 
pliances, with proper cooking, there would perhaps have 
been a little less sickness; but to provide tents and the 
necessary facilities for proper cooking is impossible in 
a campaign or battle, according to my experience, and 
I have had a great deal.” 

Replying to a question as to whether the Navy should 
not have control of the transports, he said: “No, indeed.” 

“You think that the Army ought to have control of 
them ?” 

“Absolutely,” was the laconic reply. 

“While they are acting together?” Col. Denby asked, 
and the reply was: “They won't act together. That is 
where I make my point. wo men cannot command the 
same affair.” 

Summing up, Gen. Lawton said: “Taking into con- 
sideration the conditions that we were obliged to face, 
the character of the country, its climate, and other 
things being considered, I can say that there were no 
serious or gross mistakes made. 





“We had with us as fine staff officers as there are in 
the world. No better could be found. These men 


worked night and day, and no human being can do 
more than they. Everything was furnished that could 
be. I can’t see that there was any trouble. If we 
had delayed in Cuba the climate would have influenced 
the health of the men. If we had waited, 50 per cent. 
would have been sick, and there could have been no 
fight. The Army was being rapidly destroyed by sick- 
ness when it was recalled.” 


General Chaffee’s Testimony. 

Early on June 24 he marched his command to the 
vicinity of Gen. Lawton’s camp and was ordered to go 
to the assistance of Gen. Wheeler. He saw a dispatch 
from Gen. Wheeler saying that he had met with a larger 
force than he expected and asked for aid. He pushed 
forward, but on arrival found the engagement over and 
the Spaniards in retreat. This was the battle of La 
Guasima. 

“On June 28, 29 and 30,” said Gen. Chaffee, “I did 
considerable reconnoitring. Twelve hundred Cubans

his hand without it being shot,” he continued. “The 
fire of the Spaniards was very accurate. The American 
wounded were taken just below the slope of the hill 
and attended by the surgeons. There was one regimen- 
tal surgeon to a regiment and no am nees, but there 
were hospital corps men there with each surgeon, One 
surgeon for a regiment is not enough for a battle.” 


In his opinion there should never be than one sur- 
geon to men, which would be one surgeon to a bat- 
talion. He believed that every soldier of his brigade 


was properly attended to before nightfall. There was 
no hospital tent, and the only shelter for the wou 
was when the shelter tents were put up, two pieces 
pinned together making a tent. 

Col, Denby remarked upon the absence of ambulances, 
and Gen. Chaffee responded: “It was not in the possi- 
bility of man to put an ambulance on the field that ¥ 
The condition of the roads was such that they could 
not be got there, and it was impossible to put wagon 
transportation on that field where I was. Whe roads 
had to be cut for three miles before wagons could have 
approached that place.” 

“Were there any litters?” Col. Denby inquired, 

“I don’t think so,” 

“Can you account for that?” 

“The neglect of the Captain of the company. Lf 
were on board the transports. I saw them on boa 
but they were not taken off. While on the march I 
picked up four litters that had been abandoned and 
turned them over to the 7th Infantry with instructions 
to take them along. They took them to the next camp 
and abandoned them, I would not like to. be under- 
stood as charging any Captain with neglect. It was 
neglect, of course; it was serious oversight.” 

“Do you think the surgeons all knew there was going 
to be a fight?” 

“All knew it; yes, sir, They had all the litters that 
could have reached us in the camp with them the day 
before the fight. The wounded were carried back the 
next day. Those who could bear transportation or 
could walk were sent on to Siboney. All of the men 
were put in the hospital before dark.” 

Speaking of the health of the Army after the fall of 
Santiago, Gen. Chaffee said: “It is important to under- 
stand that the Army was forced to operate in a sea of 
brush so high and so thick as to exclude the circulation 
of air. The men had to sleep in this brush and this 
was continually poisoning the men with miasma. After 
the surrender the soldiers fell sick very rapidly with 
malarial fever. There were over 200 sick in the 7th 
Infantry, in which it was alleged that yellow fever ex- 
isted, but this I do not credit. I believe that the an- 
ticipated sickness was much less than what actually 
resulted. Provision was made for about 10 to 15 per 
cent, when there was about 40 to 50 per cent, ill.” 

In concluding Gen. Chaffee said he thought that the 
supply of medicines for the Army in Cuba was inade- 
quate. There was also a scarcity of the light food 
necessary for fever patients and convalescents, “If I 
were to express my opinion in a nutshell on the whole 
situation, I would say that the lack of medical supplies 
and of the necessary light food for fever patients was 
the only thing regrettable.” 

Reports have been current that political influences were 
powerful in deciding the selection of the few Volunteer 
regiments that went to Cuba with the first expedition. 
Gen. Geo, W. Davis, commanding the 2d Division, 2d 
Corps, when before the President’s Commission was 
asked by Capt. Howell whether the 84th and 85th 
Michigan regiments sent to Cuba were in unfit condition, 
as reported, and whether it was not a fact that other regi- 
ments had to go without equipments while they were 
being Eersees for the trip. According to the press re- 
ports he answered that two regiments of his division 
were in much better shape than the Michigan troops. 
The 1st Rhode Island had come from the home station 
without even a button missing and was ready for im- 
mediate service, even to ammunition. The testimony 
was often very frank. Lieut. Col. Allison, Chief Com- 
missary of the 2d Corps, believed that one cause of the 
trouble in furnishing and distributing food to the t 
was the failure of the higher officials to listen to the 
suggestions of those who had practical experience in 
their departments. He mentioned one ease in point. 
While he was Commissary in charge of the preparation 
for the Alaska expedition, he pressed into service a 
young Lieutenant who was thoroughly qualified for the 
duties of a brigade or division or corps commissary 
and a recommendation for his promotion was forwarded 
to Washington, but nothing had ever been heard from 
it. The Lieutenant is still with his company in the 
West. Other instances were given and the hearing at 
Harrisburg has been fruitful in such testimony. Let 
us hope it will impress Congress as much as the Com- 
mission. 


RECENT DEATHS. 


Cel. Amos Webster, a veteran of the Civil War, and 
for a time on the etaff of Gen. Grant, died Nov. 3, at his 
residence in Washington, a 61. His father wae a cou- 
sin of Daniel Webster. Enlisting as a private, he reached 
the rank of Lieutenant Colonel, and wae present at the 
eurrender at Appomattox. After the war, he served as 
Register of Wills of the District of Columbia, and after- 
ward as Chief Clerk in the Treasury Department. He 
also served as Adjutant General of the District National 
Guard for thirteen years. 

The Kaneas Commandery of the Loyal Legion, in an 
obituary notice of the late Gen. Joseph eodore Hae- 
kell, says: “An appeal for assistance was never made 
to him in vain; hie charitable nature sought out want 
and alleviated it; his cheering smile and willing hand 
brought sunshine into darkness on many occasione which 
the recipients of his beneficences will ever remember. 
When wounded and suffering he remained cheerful, and 
when on the hospital ship returning from Cuba he was 
the ‘life of the ship’; a pleasant and encouraging word 
was ever ready for his fellow-sufferers: he endured the 
‘fortune of war’ like a hero, and died with the plaudits of 
his countrymen ringing in hie ears and the scent of the 
flowers that deluged his carriage on his triumphal march 
through Columbus, still around him,”

THE NEW MONITORS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

The plans of the four new monitors seem to involve a 
distinct retrogression in naval construction. Thies type 
of vessel is at best subject to many drawbacks. Iis low 
speed and limited steaming radius make heavy armor 
protection and a powerful main battery essential to its 
safety; and these being attained, it may dispense with 
the strong secondary battery of the cruisers and battle- 
ships. Except for assailing land fortifications, its mie- 
sion is purely defensive, for it cannot overtake the slow- 
est vessel of any other type. Defense, however, means 
defense under any circumetances in which the vessel may 
be placed; and it is obvious that the only circumstances 
under which these new vessels will be able to wage a 
defensive battle will be when they lie off a harbor with 
land batteries to protect their rear, or where they are in 
sufficient force to stand off the attacking vessel or ves- 
eels. As elements of a fleet werful enough to en- 
gage any enemy they can doubtless. render effective ser- 
vice: otherwise their presence would be a positive detri- 
ment. Independent operation, or even a movement from 
port to port without powerful convoy, would be dan- 
gerous in the extreme. if one of them encountered a 
vessel of stiperior power, flight would be impossible, for 
they have no rear fire worthy of the name. Two 4-inch 
guns to resist a pursuing battleship or cruiser would be 
as bad as nothing. The monitor would have to face 
about and fight until one or the other vessel was dis- 
abled, under penalty of having its superstructure cut to 
pieces by the pursuer and ultimately receiving a mortal 
wound to its hull or turret. 

Compare these single-turret monitors with the Monte- 
rey. With twice the battery power, its displacement but 
50 per cent. greater, and its cost probably not so much 
greater, while in thickness of armor, speed and coal en- 
durance it exceeds them. For the only use for which 
these vessels are fit, it is equal to two of them; while it 
does not suffer from the disqualifying and irremediable 
defect above alluded to. In a stern chase the Monterey 
would stand a fair chance with even such a superb cruis- 
er as the New York or Brooklyn; its less numerous guns 
being fairly offset by their greater weight and the splen- 
did invulnerability of the monitor type. Even against 
a battleship, its case would be by no means hopeless. The 
new monitors in such a case would simply be pounded to 
pieces. 

The Navy Department has been saved by publi: criti- 
cism from the blunder of starting three new battleships 
with a speed of 16 knots. Is it too late to secure a cor- 
responding change in the contracts for the new monitors? 
The niggardliness of Congress is, I believe, assigned as 
the reason for this unwise expenditure of public money: 
but there ought to be some way to prevent the inade- 
quate appropriation being practically thrown away, as it 
will be unless the present wy are altered. Congress 
will be in session in a month or so and there can be no 
doubt but that it will now give the Navy Department 
anything it wants. T. W. B.

J. G. G.—Please be more specific in your questions. It 
is impossible to go through the names of the entire enlisted 
force of the Navy to find out about the party you men- 
tioned. 

H. L. B. asks: (1) How is the third class at Annapolis 
divided into Line and Engineer divisions, that is, by Phat 
method are Cadets assigned for these courses? Has the 
Cadet any choice in the matter? (2) What rank does the 
Engineer Cadet receive upon commission in the Navy? 
(3) What officers aboard a warship are necessarily from the 
Academy, from the ranks of enlisted seamen, and what en- 
gineer positions are open to civillans by application and ex- 
amination?- Answer—(1) Third class is not divided at all. 
The first class, beginning the last year has a number of 
Cadets selected, corresponding to the number of vacancies 
in the engineer corps for the previous year, and these are 
given a special course. Cadets are selected who show some 
proficiency in steam engineering, the Cadets having no 
choice. (2) Assistant Engineer. (3) Officers: line engineers 
and marine officers. None from the enlisted men. Machin- 
ists and Master Mechanics. 

W. R. C.—The corresponding grade in the Navy, of Captain 
in the Army is Lieutenant. The pay of a Captain in the 
Army, not mounted, the first five years of service is $1,800 
per year. A Lieutenant in the Navy the first five years of 
service receives $2,400 at sea, $2, while on shore duty 
and $1,600 while on leave or waiting orders. The pay in both 
services increases with length of service. 

R. L. P. asks what rank a Chaplain holds in the Army and 
his pay. Answer.—A Chaplain in the U. 8S. Army ranks as 
Captain and his pay is $1,500 a year. After the first five 
years of service the pay is increased 10 per cent.; after ten 
years, per cent.; after fifteen years, 30 per cent., and af- 
ter twenty years, 40 per cent.

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THE NEW CONGRESS. 


The elections of Tuesday, Nov, 8, have given the Re- 
publicans control of the next House of Representatives 
by a decreased majority and secured for them the con- 
trol of the Senate, which has been so split up among 
contending factions as to greatly decrease its efficiency. 
A majority of nineteen. in the House and sixteen in the 
Senate are the latest iy bard ~ given. The soldiers’ vote 
is still to be received, but this cannot materially alter 
the result, if it affects it at all. The Congressional dele- 
gations in the House of Representatives of the Fifty- 
sixth Congress from Colorado, Connecticut, Florida, 
Georgia, aine, Minnesota, Nevada, New Hamp- 
shire, Rhode Island, South Dakota, Utah, Vermont and 
Wyoming remain as in the Fifty-fifth Congress, which 
holds its last session commencing in December. In the 
other States the changes are numerous. Speaker Reed 
is returned and Representative Hull, chairman of the 
Military Committee. Also Messrs, Marsh, Ketcham, 
Brownlow, Sulzer and Hay, of that committee; Messrs. 
Griffin, Fenton, Mahany, Belknap, McDonald, Martin, 
Cox, Lentz and Smith have not been returned. Of the 
Naval Committee, Messrs, Boutelle (chairman), Foss, 
Bull, Dayton, Tate, Southard, Loudenslager, Butler, 
Cummings and Meyer survive; Messrs. Hilbern, Haw- 
ley, and Bodine have lest their seats. Messrs. Fischer, 
Snores, Barrows, Lewis (of Georgia), and Smith, of 
Arizona, go off the Committee on Indian Affairs. Of 
the Militia Committee, Messrs. Marsh (chairman), Kle- 
berg, Burleigh and Wheeler (of Kentucky), alone re- 
main. Joe Wheeler comes back from Alabama and 
young George B. McClellan from New York, though 
Philip Low, of New York loses his election, ‘and the 
places that once knew “Ham.” Lewis, of Washington, 
shall know him no more, and the halls of Congress will 
be searched in vain for his picturesque presence. Most 
of the seventeen members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee have been re-elected, the exceptions being Messrs, 
Johnson (of North Dakota), Evans and McMillan.

The following letter has recently been received by the 
secretary of War from a Regular Army officer stationed 
ip Porto Rico: 

“I am glad the record does not show as yet any com- 
plaints from Regulars. I certainly appreciate the enor- 
nous work you and others did in your Department, and 
wonder how you lived through it. I have seen no lack 
of food, but on the contrary, great waste. The trouble 
has been, first, men not accustomed to eat the United 
States ration—so different from home food; second, the 
utter ignorance of cooks in preparing the food or cooking 
or saving the rations; third, the failure to cover over 
with dirt the execreta in all sinks or refuse from kitchen; 
fourth, men not taking care of themselves when they 
could, by self-control over appetite, or unnecessary ex- 
posure, ete. Sickness we expected from climatic causes 
ind were told when we came into it what to expect and 
we have got it, and some know now what the result of 
tropical exposure is. The climate is enervating in every 
way, and eare has to be exercised. My breakfast is 
oiled milk, an egg and toast. Lunch, boiled rice and 
milk. Dinner, same with soup added. I have never 
touched their beef nor fruit. Sometimes I take a potato 
or tomato, and for dessert stewed apricots. The above 
has been my diet for weeks, chiefly rice and milk, and if 
I vary from it I know it at once by diarrhoea, jaundice, 
ete. 1 keep out of the night air, but exercise on horse- 
pack regularly. All of my staff have gone home sick, 
and about four weeks ago the doctor gave me a certifi- 
cate and said I should go. I was jaundiced and very 
weak. I got a ‘brace on myself,’ put on extra grit, as 


the boys say, and fought it out, and am now all right. I 
would not give up, and came out on I had a work 
to do, and proposed to stick, but the climate ie not one 
in which you desire to play football. I hope the currency 
question will be settled soon, as the soldiers feel they are 
losing the value of their money not getting 2 to 1. These 
people are not the tle, amiable people one is led to 
suppose. A curb bit to be used whem necessary ie not 
valueless. They are no fools in ties or business in 
any way. I am sorry the boys did not recollect the re- 
cruiting sergeant’s warning to the recruit—after telling 
him of his pay. allowance, ete., that he was eorry to eay 
that the ‘soldier would have to take his mince pie cold.’”
